Yet hath not the Almighty left himſelf without 
Witneſs, hor mankind without warnings of approach- 
ing Judgments, and Peſolations, by Prodigions Signs, 
aud Wonderful Apprarances in all times. of the Warld; 
ticrchy 1t pothible, to derer them from their Evil 
Practices, and to induce them to ntance and Re- 
formation 3 of which the very Heathens were ſenfi- 
ble, for we may findin rhe Roman Hiſtories, that there 
never happened any Remarkable Prodigy, but the 
People of every Sex, Age, and Quality, kr, and 
ran totheic Temples and Alrars, making Prayers, and 
offering Sacrifces to their Gods for appealing, and pa- 
cifying ther incenſed Wrath ; i ne condemn 
the neple&t and Contempt that is in thole who pre- 
tcnd to own the truc Chriſhan Religion, and may 
teach us to repair to the true God, and implore his 
mercy and forbearance of pouring his Wrath upon us z 
In order whereunto jr cannot ſurely be unſeafonable, 
nor unprofitable to Colle& out of very approved 
Authors, the moſt Remarkable Prodigies or: Miracles 
that have appeared cither in the Heavens, Earth, or - 
Waters, for ſome Thouſands of years in this Kipg- 
dom. and many other partsof the World ; with the 
Tremendous Conſequences that have ſucceeded di- 
vers cf them. as to Wars, Fires, Famines,, and other 
dreadful Calamitijes in ſeveral Nations 3 upon ſome of 
which thc Famous Dxvartas thus Ingemouſty.

I ſhall therefore proceed to givean Account of the 
moſt Famous, and ſurprizing Signs and Wonders 
which I find recorded in Hiſtory. 

E. Inthe time of the Carthaginian War, a River in 
Italy was obſcrved for near the ſpace of a day, torun 
perfe&t Blood ; no accident that might cauſe it being 
perceived by any. In Hetrurie the Heavens were ſeen 
to burn; In the City of Arimini 3 Moons were ſcen in 
one night by the Inhabitants 3 all theſe Prodigies ap- 
pour about the end of the firſt Carthaginian Warz 

n theſecond War, after Hanno was overcome by Scipio, 


Triamphi, Triumphi : In the Fields, near Rome,, Ships 
were diſcerned in the Sky, and Men in long White 
Garments were perceived to march towards each 
other, bur never to meet : Ir hkewiſe rained Stones, 
and the Sun and Moon were ſeen asit were to juſtle 
each other ; and in the day, two Moons appeared in 
the Heavens ; At Phalaſcis the Heavens ſeemed to be 
rent.in ſunder, and at Capua the Moon ſeemed to 
burn, and to bend down towards the Earth ; A Green 
Palm-Tree in Naples took Fire, and burned away to 
Aſhes; Art Mantza a httle Rivulet was turned 1nto_ 
blood, and at Rom? 1t rained blood : An Ox was like- 
wiſe heard to ſpeak theſe Words, Cav? tibi Roma 3 
Rome look to thy ſelf. Soon after, ſeveral large, rall_ 
Ships appeared upon the River of Taracina in Spain z 
The Sun ar divers times appeared of a bloody colour, 
many Temples and Houſes 1n Rome were beaten down 
with Thunderbolts from Heaven, ſome of the o_ 
A: 
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EE Enfigns, or Fteld-Colours were obſerved to ſwear 


Blood ; Two Suns, appeared in the Heavens, at 
one time; Ir hikewiſe rained Miik and Stones : A Co- 
mer in the form of a burnine Torch was diſcerned 
to rtach from the Eaſt to the Weſt. In the Vi/tter- 
28 Fields the Earth rent atunucr. m ſuch huge and 
{ripitful breaches, that Trecs, and whole Houlſcs were 
twallowed up in it, and it rained biood for rwo whole 
days together , abour which time Xzuribzl received 
that notable overthrow by Scirio, which was the de- 
firution of the famous City of Carthage , and the

In the year of the World 3842, at Viios in Italy, it 
raincd Oyl extreamly, and Wool was alſo rained out 
of the Clouds ; In the year that the Great Mithrtdates 
K. of Pont:1s was born, there appeared a huge Comer, 
which at firſt ſeemed but ſmall, but afterwards ſpread 
it ſelf ſo much thatit came as far as rhe Equino&tal 
Line, fo that its extent equalized that Region of the 
Heavens. which we call the (Milky Way 3 Another 
Com: i:kewite appeared in the firſt vear of his Reign, 
which ſmned io bright night and day for 50 days tro- 
pethr, thar the whole Heavens ſcemed all to be on 
a i1,2r Fire 3 for the Tavyl of it covered the fourth

part of rhe Heavens, and excecded rhe Sun in bright- 


re{s. and al{o irs rifing and ſetting took up the ſpace of 
four hours. Juſt before the taking of Ariſtonicus, a 
dangcrous Enemy to the Romans, news was brought 
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to Rye that the Image of Apollo at Cuma had wept for J 
4 days together 3 The Sourhſayers were fo aſtoniſhed - 
at the Prodigy, that they had thrown the ws. into _ 
the Sea, had not the old men at Cma interceded for 
it; bur the more expert Aſtrologers ſaid, That thereby © 
the Deſiruftion of Greece was foretold, from whence that © 
Inge was lrouzht. Tunins Sy!lanus going Proconſul 
into Azz, he with his Company ſaw a ſpark fall from a - 
Star, wh ch increaſed in Bulk as jt came nearer the 
Earth, and bcing grown to the bigneſs of the Moon, 
it gave as much light as if it had been a cloudy day, 
and when it drew up towards Heaven again, 1t grew 
into the faſhion of a Lamp ; When Fulius Ceſar had 
croiled the River of Ruvicon, contrary to the Decree of 
the Senatc, the Heavens, as foreſccing what miſeries 
were to enſue thereupon, rained blood, and there 
happened a horrible Eclipſe of the Sun of 1@ parts 
and an half, of which Lzc:n thus ſpeaks,

The fame day that the Battle between Ceſar and 
Pompey was fought in thg Pharſalian Fields, the Image 
of Viftory which ſtood Sn the Temple of Minirua at 
Eilide, was ſeen to turn 1ts face toward the Temple- 
door, whercas before 1t looked to the Altar ; At An- 
tiochun Syri.r, tuch great noiſes, and Clamours were 
heard twice aday about the Walls of the Town, that ' 
the Pcople atirighted with the ſuppoſed approach of 
the Encmy, ran out of the City 1n their Arms; Inthe: 
Temples of Ptolemais, Organs, and other In{trumenrs 
were heard to play of themſelves, bctore Zulizs Cxſar * 
was ſlain in the Senate Houſe; and there being a Colo- 
ny ſenttohe planted in Capsa, according to the Faltan 
Law, and ſome Monuments being demohſhed to lay

HI. About the time thar our Lord and Saviour 
was born, which was 12 the year of the World, 3849, 
and rhe 43 ycar of te Reign of Argus Ceſar, many 
wonderful, and remarkable Prodigies ſhewed them- 
(elves inthe Heavens: and this more frequently than 
in former years, 23 7:37.45 in his Jewiſh Antiquities 
reftifies 3 which val fights occaſioned the Mogi, or 
Wiſe Men of thoſe times, 1m their Preditions to con- 
clude, That fire mare thi Ordinary Perinn world ariſe, 
or __ aver inthe Wirlds WWii.ch prefoges tome Learned 
Perions applycd to 4rgrtrs Corr, whorhen rexgned 
profpercufly ; But the more Givinely inſpired, mter-

reſplendent as the Sun it ſelf ; About the ſame rime, 
the Senate and People of Rome offered to Auguſtus 
the Title of Lord , which he refuſed , and would :

that a greater Lord than he, was upon'Earth, to 
whom that Title belonged ; Comeſtor in his Scholaſtick

Sun of irs light for that ſpace of time 3 And therefore 
Dennis the Areopagit?, being that day in Athens, and 
ſeeing the Sun ſo darkened, and alſo knowing as a 
man learned in Aſtrology. and the courte of the H a- 
vens, that ſuch an Eclipſe muſt needs be contrary to 
the Rule off Nature, ſpake with a loud voice, ſaying, 
Eithtr the World is at 21 ena, or the God of Nature ſuffers : 
and upon this Account (ſay ſome Authors) -the Wiſe 
Men of Athens being aſtoniſhed at rhis Prodigy, they 
pri. ſently cauſed an Altar to be built ro the Unknown 
God, afrer which St. Paul coming thither, reproved 
then; forir, declaring to them, thar Jeſus Chriſt, the 
Redeemer of the World, who had ſutfered, was thar 
Unknown God, whercby he Converted many of them 
ro the Chriſtian Faith ; which doth a!ſo demonſtrate 
that the darkneſs was over the whole Hemiſphere, 
ſince it was ſeen at Athens, and other places far re- 
more from 7eruſz/em; Yea the Moon being then at 
full, and havingno light, but what ſhe hath from the 
ſplendour of the Sun, and being then in the Firma- 
menttharis under us, ſhecame to he violently eclipſed 
and darkned , fo thar the darkneſs was univerſal 
over all the World, becauſe the Moon an\l Stars can 
give no lighr, unleſs they receive it firſt from the 
Sun. 

It was likewiſe very obſervable, and 15 acknowledg- 
ed by the famous Viſtorian Put 27-1, though a Heathen, 
that after the Death of Chriſt. not only the Oracles 
of Egypt, bur throughout the Wortd ceaſed, of which 
he can give no reaſon, (being ignorantof Chriſtianity) 
but that there were ſ6me Devils or Demons dead 3 


However it was very remarkable, that Satan ſhould fo 
plainly

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and only by the power of God, who deprived the. 


+ plainly demonſtrate himſelf ro be ſubdued and over- 
© come, immediately the Death of our Saviour, 
that he could never after give any anſwers. The 
F Words of Plutarch to Emilis the Orator, a prudent, 
-* and humble man concerning this matter (of which 
* Euſebius writto Thcedorys as a thing of great note) are 
as followeth, That his Þathe coming one time by Sea to« 
ward Italy, and coaſting by night about an Iſland not inha- 
bited, cailed Paraxis, when all in the (hip were ſilent and 
at reſt, they beard a great nd fearſul voice which came 
from that Iſland, that called 491 Alaman, who was Pilot 
of the Ship, and an Egyptian born, now though this wvaice 
was beard once or twice by Alaman 24 others, vet no man 
' bad the Courage to anſwer, till at th; third Call, be anſwe- 
red, Who 1s there, who 1s it that calls, and whar 
would you have? Then the -'0hre ſpabe more bigh and 
loud, and ſaid to him, Alaman, I require that when vou 
paſs near the Gulf of Lagra, you remember to cry 
out aloud, and make them to , underſtand thar the

followed, and found the Roman baggage ſtrowed in the 
way, thatthey had thrown away to eſcape the lighter, 
which they let alone, and purſued them to the Gates 
of Ceſarea. 

But Caſſius and Agripp2 got ſafe imo the Town, 
from whence they went together ro Rome, and gave 
an Account of their 11] ſucceſs ro Nero, who foon af- 
ter ſentVeſpaſiat, and his Son Titus to revenge the Ry- 
mans on the Jews, commanding them +25 raſe their 
walled Cities, and deſtroy whatever they found, with- 


F out ſparing either Man, Woman, Child , Infants, 


ſucking Babes, or Old Folks , bur to flay all ; The 
Zews having Intelligence of 'this, choſe out three 
Captains, Joſephys rhe writer of this Hiſtory, Anani 
and Eleaſay his Son, to he their Captains, Vrſpaſran 
firſt invaded Galilee, which being the lor that fell to 
Foſephto defend, he departed from Pb Claire thither, 
and built 'up the Towns that were deſtroyed, repair- 
ng the Walls, Gares, Bars, and Pallaces; ordaining 
alſo ms over the People to lead and govern 
them, ſome of Thouſands, and ſome of Hundreds, ec.

conquered, placing Garriſons therein to aid him, 
when he ſhould befiege Jeruſalem; He then returned ro 
Ceſarea, and muſtered his whole Army in order to 
prepare for that ſiege 3 But in the mean time news 
came from- Rome, that Nero the Emperour was dead, 
and jr was at firſt reported, that while he was hunt- 
Ins, Fire came down from Heaven upon him, and de- 
ſtroyed him ; After whom Galba reigned, but within 
one vear he was ſlain by the No»lemen of Rome ; and 
Vite!lius was made Empcror in his ſtead, he was a 
Fool, bur yer a very bloo.ly man, and much given to 
drunkenneſs, fo that upon all accounts he was altoge- 
ther unworthy of the Roman Empire 3 the Roman No- 
Wility who were with V:{þaſffan hearing this , were 
much offended. faving, Was there never a Nobleman in 
Rome leſt. to be placed in the Empire, but a drunken Wing- 
ſucher muſt be choſen , Why did they not rather Elett the 
mighty PyInce Veſvaſian here with us, a wiſe and valiant 
Commander, wh1hath conquered many Cities, and vangqui-

ſently ſlain; fo tl.ar rhe Condition of the Ir azlites 
was truly nuſerably, for if any went out of the Ciry, 
they were ſlain bv S-im:2*, and thoſe within were 
continually murdered by J#:havav;, The Citizens 
being therefore tyred by 1s Tyranny, afſembled to- 
gether, and encountred with Jan, where a mul- 
tirude of themwere Main, and if the Edomites who were 
fled to Jeryſa/em from the Tyranny of Schimeon had not 
coine in to their relief, the whole People of Jeraſalem 
had been utterly deftroved, and ain every Mothers 
Son by Jehchanan, his power was ſo great. Then 
Anani the High Prieſt, and other Grave Men not being 
able to ſuffer the wickedneſs of Jeh:ch2121 any longer, 
reſolved to deliver the City to Schimzm, hoping he 
would ſlay Tebochanz1 ; who was at length prevailed 
with, and promiſed to aſſiſt them againſt the Sediti- 
ons, but beingentred with his whole Army, he broke 
his promiſe, and joyned himſelf with J-hochanan, ſo 
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” oneof them oneMoneth, andthe other another ; yer 
” _ within two days they quarrelled about Eſraſar the 
Prieſt, whom Schimeon would have ſlain, but Jehorha- 
nan dcfengpdl, ſo thatever after they fought one againſt 
the other: © 

During theſe Tranſa&tions at Jeruſalem, Viſpaſian had 
ſent two Noblemen to Rome to make away the Empe- 
ror Vitflizs, whereby he might come and receive the 
Imperial Crown there ; They went therefore, and 
raiſed an Army, wherewith they fell upon Vitel/izs and 
ſlew him, though not without much oppofition, for 
there were ſlain that day in Rome eighty Thouſand va- 
bant Souldiers ; Then V:ſpaſ/an taking half his Army 
with him, left the other past with Titus his Son to be- 
fiege [eruyſalem, but to continue at Alexandria till fur- 
ther order ; to *whom T its at his departing ſaid, I 
{ha'ldo deat Fathey according to your Commandment, for to 
you it belongeth to command, and to me to obey; Veſpaſian 
took with him Agrip2a, and Mens his Son, with Joſeph 
the Prieſt, for fear they ſhould raiſe a Rebellion 3 As 
he approached nigh Rome, all the Citizens came forth 
ro meet him, and received him with great Joy, and 
mighty ſhews and Triumphs ; and ſoon: afrer he was 
ſolemnly crowned Emperor; within a few days 
Viſpaſian was diſpleaſed with King Agrippa, upon cer- 
rain falſe Informations that he deſigned ſome diſtur- 
bance, upon which both he and his Son Miunabas were 
pur to Death. - 

This happened three years and an half before the 
deſtrution of ]er4ſalim, at which time the continual 
Sacrifice ceaſcd for One Thouſand, Two Hundred 
and Ninety days, as it is written jn the 12 of Daniels 
Prophecy 3 Bur Joſeph was by rhe clemency of Viſpaſian 
ſer ar Liberty, and ſent to Titzs (who was then at 
Alexandria Egypt) with Letters from his Father, and 
was kindly received by him ;Tit»s ſoonafrer marched 
with a mighty Army to Ceſarea, where heſtayd till the 
Winter was paſt, before he would befiege Jeruſalem : 
But jn the meantime the quarrels and murders in that 
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City ccaſed not; bur Summer and VVinter the VVars: 
continued berween Scbimeon, Jebochanzn, and Eltaſar ;, | 
for God had in Judgment ſent a Spirit of Giddineſs. 
inſt Yamong the Citizens, ſo that they were divided into

$..them, fo that the Prieſts and the Beaſts they would 
ave Sacrificed, fell down. dead to the ground to- 
ether, and fo they likewiſe deſtroyed all that came 
ither for Devotions fake, fo that ſcarce one was lef: 
ivez and the pavement of the Temple being Mar- 
Je, was made o {lippery with the blood and far of 
noſe which were ſlain, that no man could go upon K 
ithout falling ; Nay whoſoever the ſeditious over- 
ne, they ſet fire on their Houſes, which fired other

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caught hold of the . Store-Honſes of Corn, Wine, 
and Oyl, to the number of One Thouſand, Four Hun- 
dred, all filled full of Vicuals againſt a rime of ne- 
cefſiry, or the befieging of the Town 3 For when 
FR was in Galile, the Priefts and Elders made 
up the Doors of theſe Garner-houſes, and laid in Vie- 
ruals ſufficient for Two Hundred Thouſand men for 20 
years, but now in this one Fight of tlie Seditious, they 
were all burnt to the ground , with al! within them, 
which cauſed a ſudden hunger and Famine 1n Jeruſalem? 
Ar the fame time the Gtious pulled down all the 
fair and good!y Buildings, that there ſhould be no f1gn 
ror Monument of any Noble Houſe left im the City ; 
Thus God viſited the Citizens of Jeruſalem with four 
dreadful Plagues at onee; Sword, Peffilence, Famine, 
and Fire, to which this Fifch was added, the ruine 
and dcſtruftion of all beauriful and glorious Build- 
ings; So that whitherfocver a man turned himſelf, 
there were nothing but deſolations, pollutions of the 
Temple, and all holy things, and uproars, withour 
all reſt and refuge, no help, no ſucconr, but every 
corner of Jeruſalem was full of howling and yelling, 
weeping and wailing, ſobbingand fighing of Women 
and Children ; Here you might hear the roaring and 
lamentation of men not quite dead, there the mourn- 
ing and throbbing of the Elders, with the woful crys 
of young Childrer for bread, in ſhort, all manner of 
miſery oppretiedthem, fo thar hewas thought happy 
who dyed before this day, and all thoſe were m a 
woful caſe, who were ſo unfortunate ro ſee it ; when 
Joſh heard all theſe things at Ceſare, he tore his 
Hair with his hands, caſt Aſhes on his Beard, and 
ſnting withgrear ſorrow on the ground, he bewailed, 
and made Lamentation over the miferable City of 

Jeruſalem. 
| After this im the firſt year of the Reign of Veſpaſian,

ing alittle before the Fea? of VUnleavened Bread, an in- 
finite number of People who came to ccle>rare It, 
were ſhut up in the City, by which means the Ciry 
was ſoon oppreſſed with a cruel Famine, all manner 
of Food and nouriſhment being conſumed, and Oxens 
Dung was accounted good Mear, others fed upon old 
Leather, and horrible dreadful things happened, for 
ſome Women boyled their own Children, and eat _ 
them ; many thinking to ſave their Lives by pag” 
to the Romans, were cut in mou to ſearch for their 
Gold and Jewels which they had ſwallowed to prevent 
Diſcovery. Two Thouſand were miferably deftroyed 
one night upon this Account 3 And on the Feaft day 
which was April 14. Eleafar having ſerzed or the Inner 
Temple, opened the Gare thatthe People mighr facri- 
fice, Jeho:hanan taking rhis opportumty, ſent privately 
many of his party, armed with ſhore ſwords under

forum, gave a great ſhour while it burnt, which when 

Titus heard, he haſtened to quench the Fire, and fave 
theSanttum Sanfforum, but he could not doit, b&auſe 
ic was on Fire in ſo many places; thereupon Titas 
commanded them to forbear, but rhey would not hear 
him; for as a vehement Flood of VVaters breaks 
down, and carries away all thinas before it; with ſach 
furious violence, the Flames ruſhed through all parts 
of the Temple ; Titxs then drew his ſwoxd, blaming 
the Captains of his own People, and killing others ; 
The Prieſts within refiſted the Romans ſtoutly till they 
were no longer able to lift up their hands; There- 
fore when there was no other ſafeguard, they leapt in- 
to the Fire, and ſeveral other Jews with them, and fo 
burnt altogether,ſaying Wy ſhould we lice any longer now 
there is no Temple; YetT itxs ceaſed not toſtrike the Peo- 


(ple, evenrill his ſtrength failed, and then falling-on the 
3 Ground, he forbore crying out on them any further. 


Aﬀer the Santum Sarforum was burnt, Tits aroſe, 
and entring thereinto, he ſaw the glory and magm- 
2nce thereof, for as yerthe Fire had not conſumed 
all, and then ſaid, Now I well perceine that this 3s no 
ther than the Houſe of God, and the dw4lling place of the 


Wing of Herten, neither was it for nought that -the 
Arfought 6 earneſtly in defence thereof ; nor aid the Gentiles 
ol without good Canſe ſend Gold and Silver to this Timple from 


the fartheſt parts of the World, for great is the glory thereof, 
and it ſurpaſſeth a!l the Roman and Gentile Towples that 


SF evir'l ſaw; The God of Heaven, who is the God of this 


Houfe, tabe wengeance -of the Seditions, whoſe miſchievous 
an1 beinous deeds have brought this evil x ws them. The 


FSeditions who yet remained in J-uſalem, ſecing the 


Sanftum Sanftorum to be burnt, they ſet rhe reſt of 
he Temple on Fire themſelves, with all the Houles 


@which wete filled with Treaſure, and all forts of pre- 


ions Jewels, and Vittuals alſo, that the Romans ſhould 


Wreccive- no benefit thereby : After this the Romans 
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quenched the Fire, and {ct u 

inthe Temple, and after Titus had offered Sacrifice, 
and the Reman Enſtgns were {et upon the Eaſt-pate, 
the Army proclaimed him Emperor 3 and Titus ſtand- 
ing en a Gallery. periwadeg the Seditious, who were 
fled into the upper City to vield themſelves, promi- 
fing chem their Lives, but they denfanded leave to 
depart with their VVives and -Children mto the 
VVilderneſs, which Titus taking in- fcorn, threatned 
them with utter deſtrution, and commanded all 
the lower City tro be ſet on tire, with the Pallaces, 
and then aſſaulted the higher City, which was ſeated 
upon a ſteep Rock, and having finiſhed his Mounts, 
on Sept. 5. he brought his Engines to the VVals, 
wherein having made a great breach, the ſeditious tied 
in great fear and amazement. and the Romans break- 
ing in, deſtroved all with Fire and Sword; And Titus 
commanded both the City and Temple tobe raſed to 


the Foundation, and the ground to be plowed accor-. 


ding to the Roman cuſtom, (paring only the Welt part 
of the VVall, with the 3 Towers, Hippicon, Phaſelus, and- 
Mariamne, which he left as Monuments to Poſterity of 
the ſtrength and magnificence of this once famous City. 

Titus having thus fimſhed this dreadful and difficult 
VVar, the Neighbouring - Nations that aſbſted, him, 
would have crowned him Emperor, but he, refuſed, 
laying, Het was unworthy of thit Honour, for it was 
not be who was the Author, and finiſher of that work , 
but that he had only lent his hands to God, who had thus 


ſhewed bis anger again! the Jews ; Then did Titus re- 


ward hisSouldiers; and committing the keeping of ]e- 
ruſalemto the Tinth Legion, he went to Ceſaria, carry- 
ing with him all the Prey, ſpoils and Captives, be- 


cauſe he could not ſail to Italy in the Winter ; The - 


two ſcditious Tyranrs Tehochanan and Schimeon were

Ar laii, Titysfajled to Kome, where he was welcom- 
cd with; a general Jo, and together with his Father 
Viſba/ian, triumph for the Conqueſt of Zudea 3 In 
which Triumph che two Captains Thus and Schj- 
men, with ſeven Hunured other Jrws, who excelled 
in beauty aud ſtrength, were led in Chains, of all 
whom, only Schimeon was put to death : The Book of 
the Law of the Fews was carryed alſo in this Triumph, 
as the laſt of the ſpoils, which rogether with the Pur- 
ple Vail of the Santtuary, were laid up in the Impe- 
rial Pallace. Soon after, Lucius Baſſus was (ſent Lieu» 
tenant into 7udea, who took the ſtrong Caſtles of He- 
rodian and Macheron beyond Jordan by affault 3 About 
this time, neither the Sun nor Moon were ſeen for 
twelve, others ſay, for fifteen days ſpace, which 
ſome think was forctold by our Saviour, in St. Matth, 
24. 29. Inmediate'y aſter the tribulation of thoſe days, 
all the Sun be darkned, and the Moon ſha!l not give ber 
Light; &c. And Ceſr writ to Tiberius Maximus the 
Governour of 7udez, that heſhould ſell all the Lands 
of the Jews 3 He likewiſe impoſed a Tribute upon 
them wherever they dwelt, commanding them year- 
ly 'to bring into the Capitol Two Drachma's , which 
they uſed formerly to give ro the Temple of 7eruſa- 
lem; Baſſus being dead, Frog &ytva tucceeded »

almoſt impregnable Caſtle of Mzſſadz; which had 
been ſeized upon by Eleaſer the Nephew of 7udas Gz- 
lileus a Captain of Thieves ; whereupon all the Thieves 
in the Caſtle, being abour nine hundred with their 
Wives and Children, at the periwafion of Elzaſar, 
flew each other, having firſt ſer Fire ro the Caſtle, 
and burnt all their Goods and Furniture, leſt they 
ſhould fall into the hands of the Romars ; Burt many 
of the Thieves which were in 7udra fled, and came to 
Alexandria in Egypt, where thev ſolicited the Zews to 
revolt; but the Common People, by perſwaſfon of 
their Rulers, fell upon them, and took fix hundred, 
whom they delivered to the Romans to be puniſhed ; 
the reſt who efcaved and fled inro other places, were 
alſo taken ; when Ceſar heard thereof, he ordered 
Lupus the Governour of Alexandria, to pull down the 
Temple of the Jews which was in that City; Yet 
L:us rook away only fome Gifts our of It, and fo ſhu 
it up ; But Pau'jzvs his Succeffor having taken away) 
all the Gifts, and ſhutting up the doors, ordered that 
no Jews ſhould come thither, by which means there 
was nor the leaſt Footſteps of the Jewiſh Religion left 
tncre.

lares, That rhe Crabats ſhewed themſclves ingenious

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the Man-eaters, vet certainly the Crabats were the

XLIX. In the month of Auguft, 1632. at Kempten 
in Swabelanda ſtrange Monſter was born of a Cirzzens

Countrey thereabourt endured , when it 
was beſieged, and re-taken by the Imperialiſls. can 
hardly be expreſt 3 It was brought to ſuch extremity FF 
of Famine, not much jnferiour to thoſe dreadful gnes ; 
of Szmaria, and Jeruſa'em recorded in Holy Scriprure, 
or of Saguntum in Spain; Peruſium 1n Hetruria, or 
Tuſcany in Italy mentioned by other Authors 3 Many 3 

rave Citizehs out. of this and the Netghbour Towns » 
were compelled by neceifity tb bear Arms for a liveli- 
hood ; Horſe-fleſh was ſold at high rates, Dogs, Cars 
and Vermin were counted as good as Veniſon; For 
all Commerce and Trade being hindred, bread-corn 
was at an excetſive rate, and hardly to be purchaſed 
for money; In February, 16 33+ at Doben butza Village in 
Althenburg, blood ſprang out of a Fiſh-pond, with ſuch 
a filthy favour, that if it were touched, they could 
not waſh off the ſtink in 2 or 3 days; This Countrey 
was the ſame year lamentably ruined and plundred, 
and the beaſt!y cruelty and licentiouſnels of the Soul- 
diers was Exceeding monſtrous **»ny fine Towns 
and Villages were robbed and burnt Aſhes for de- 
fending themſclves, and the Inhabitants thereof, as 
well as of Doben'hutz miſerably ſlaughtered : The Wo-

other horrid Barhariſms were commuted by them, 
as if they hal bcheved that a Countrey was never 
ehr2nghly conquered, rill3e wereurterly deſtroyed by 
Sword and tire. 

L. In 1533. March 6. about 8 a Clock in the Eve- 
n'ng over the Town of Bibrach rwo long ſwords were 
cen 1n the Air, one Fiery, and the other red as 
bleolz many ficrce encounters happened about 
rhis time and place berween the Sweaes and Imptriz- 
tits, Count Hr the Swedih Field Marthal killing near 
nx hundred Crzts, and as many more Sparin and 
Itili:n Souldiers who came to aid rhe Emperor, pe- 
riihed Dy Cold, Famine aud Sword by the way, that 
berwixe U/a and Bibrach a thouſand dead Carcafes 
were found, fo thar a third part of the Army Were 
loft ; ſome Months afrcr, four Regiments of the Impe- 
rialifis were ſurprized and killed by the Swed:s he- 
twixt this Toxn and [n:; and fx hundred other 
Inmriziiſts heing abroad were alto taken, and moſt of 
them tain. In 2: 1524; Guſtavus Horn beſteped 
the City of Bilr:zch, wherein were thirteen hundred 
men, offering the Imperial Goverrour good condirt- 
ons upon his frſt approach, which being refuſed, he 
bartercd the Town fo long with his Ordnance, that he 
won the Enemies works, and made a breach 1nto the 
Walls. Then the Governour ſending out a Trumpet, 
detired reaſonable Terms, or clſe he would defend it 
roche laſt man. and rhreatning firſt of all ro. blow vp 
all the Proreſtant Cirrzens, whom he had already lockr 
up in the Town-houle, and into a Cellar z But having 
alrcady 
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already refuſed fair ofters, the Swedes denyed them 
now, and prepared all things ready for anorher aſ- 
faulr, advancing toward the Breach, when at theſame' 
inſtant, the Proteſtant Miniſters with ſeveral Women 
came our of the Town, making moſt pitiful Lamenra- 
tion to the Swediſh General, 11gnifying that 1t would 
certainly coſt them all their Lives, becauſe the Town- 
houſe was already undermined, and the Mine filled 
with Powder, and rhat they fearfully expecicd ro he 
blown up immediately. Out of Commuleration there- 
fore to theſe poor people, another Agreement was 
ottered to the Governour, and Liberty granted them- 
tomarch out with their 'Swords only, which was ac- 
cepted, and the Proteſtants thereby ſaved. 

LI. In 1534 June 23. another Prodigy happened 
at Dreſden 1n $:yxmy 3 About five a Clock in the Eve- 
ning the Sun firſt appeared white as Snow, and then

ſtone; and the next yoar in Nevember, at Ii::49 a” 
Town in /vliein it rained thick blood, whoſe drops 
being uicd as Ink, reprefented true natural blood 1n 
writing 3 [1s ſcarce credible how many bloody Cons» 
fits and Encounters happened between rhefe ro 
Countreys, the ſame year, and the next tollowing 3 
bur more eſpecially that fore abd bloody Battel ar 
Witoch, wherein feven Thouſand TImperialilts were 
flainby the Swedts, {;x whole Regiments being wholly 
cur oft, with (eyeral great Commanders ; Fifceen Hun- 
dred Priſoners, Fourtcen Picccs of Ordnance, and- 
Eight Thouſand Waggons were alto left ro the Swedith 
Conqueror z Of the Swedes likewiſe were a Thouſand 
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flain upon the place of Batrel. Inthe ſame year, 1634. 
Fu'y 24. at Helnich where the Saxon Army quartered, 
rhere was a ſtrange Apparition in the Air, which was 
thas related by Eye-witneiſes 3 About Evening, when 
the El:tor of Srronys Chaplain was at Prayers, there 
appeared a iſ12n in the $ky like a fiery Beam, and a 
white af:cr. another in the form of a Scepter hery red, 
zuſt over the Houſe where he was Preaching, atfoon 
as Sermon was ended, and the Chaplain had pro- 
nounced 4mm, the 'fign vaniſhed our of fight 3 Aﬀter 
this the ſame Apparition was cen again, of divers 
ethers; That year, and ſome others following, the 
Crabats Iixe Vermine in a warren, ranſacked, plun-

LIII: The next year ſtrange Prodigies terrifyed the 
hearts of the People 3 For while the Princes and Peers 
were in their jollity at the Dict at Ratisoore, War, 
with its grim Atrendants, Famine, Peſtilence, Fire 
and Deſtru&ion raged abroad in the Roman Empire 3 
In 1535: December 19. the Spire of Shotten Steeple at 
Viera being newly built, fell ſuddenly down, and de» 
moliſhed the new built Church ; This happened 
a>our the time of the Coronation of the new King of 
the Komars at Ratishone ; And about the ſame time, 
a preat Blazing Srar appeared at Rome for ſome time, 
and then vaniſhed away ſuddenly over St. Paz[Ps 
Church in that City, with a great noiſe, and divers 7 
Monuments placed in that Church fell d*wn, -and- ©; 
were utterly defaced; Now though it might ſeem 
overmuch boldneſs (faith my Author) ts peep into- 
the Ark of Divine Secrets, nor can we conclude any 
particular conſequences from the Accidental fall of 7 
this Steeple; yet doubtleſs the © omer, though canſed. 7 
by the meeting of ſecondary and natural Cauſcs did 
very much pretage what happened about that time, 
and ſoon after 3 For within one Month, the Emperor 
Ferdinand 2. who had been ill at Ratish:ne, and then 
removed to Vimna, gave upthe Ghoſt; ſome Prodi- 
pics htewnſc happeninz in orher places of the Empire, 
tefore the meering of the Electoral Princes at Ratis- 
bane, did much diſhearren the comman people, and 
cauſed them to. deſpair of any good ſucceſs by that 
Treaty; One was, that at Wells in A«tria the Empe- * 
rors houſe of Pleaſure where he then lodged, was ſud- 
denly uncoveret by a violent Tempeſt ; and this was 
accompanied by two others at Lintz, the firſt was the 
ſudden fall ofan Arch of the Bridge made over the 
River Danubizs, which the Emperor had no ſooner 
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paſſed over, but it tumbled into the River 3 The ſe- 
cond was, that three carved Eagles placed upon the 
Houſe of a Burpeſs of Lintz, being broken down by the 
fary of this Tempeſt, were again raiſed up 1nto the 
Air bythe ſame violent blaſt, and ſhartered three (e- 
veral ways, and one of them ar laſt fell upon the

The Rapes and 
Razilments perpetrated. 4. The Robberies and Pilla- 
ging, +s. The Bloodhed and Murdrrs. 6. The Burn- 
ings and Peſirufions commirted by the Poprſh Armies 
in thoſe Countreys : Theſe ſhall be the Scenes of this 
firſt At ; Famine and Peſilence ſhall ſtand for the other 
Att of this direful Tragedy ; In which asno Aion 
or Paſſion was ſimple or fingle, ſo I cannot rehearſe 
them without ſometime intermixing one with the 
oiher. 

LVI. And firſt for Extoytions and Eradtions 3 As no 
Province or part of Germary can boaſt of her Freedom 
from theſe miſeries, though ſome have been more 
oppreſt than others ; So there 1s no Prince nor State 
which hath not ſuffered rhcrein 3 nay no City, no 
Town, ror almoſt no Perſon whatſoever z Every 
weeks Relation tells us of Hundreds, Thouſands, Mi]- 
lions of Rjx-dol!ars or Gi!ders, 1jmpoſed, cxatted, 
and.extortcd by the Conquerors or Spoylers, for the 
redemption of mcns Lives or Liverties , Goods or 
Houſes; flranze and almoſt impoſſible to be paid 
have becn the Ranſomes taxed n5on the Burgers at 
thetaking of ſome Towns; to w!:ich end they have 
threatned, impriſoned, and abuied the Magnſtrates 
tll rhey condefernded :; Art Cryphonberg rhey kept the 
Senators ſkut up in the Common Hall, vexing and 
tormenting them ſo long with Hunger and Smoak, 
that ſome of them dyed. In F:ide/hurg Caſtle man 
Burgers, and Revercnd Miniſters were aciined. 
#nd fed with Bread and Water till rhe Charity of 


the Reformed Churches could relieve them 3 After . 


thole at Frankendale had upon neceſſity ſurrendred that 
Towp, they could not enjoy the Arncles granted them 
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by the Enemy, but the grave Councellors and other 
Magiſtrates were forced to accept of ſuch Conditions 
25 were fitter for Slaves and Dogs than men ; ſome 
were thrown into Priſon, and fo ſeverely uſed, that 
many of them dyed through grief and ſorrow ; others 
though much impoveriſhed, were forced to redeem 
themielves with unreaſonable Ranſoms ; The Goods 
of thoſe which fled were confiſcated ; and though the 
Inhabitants would willingly have left their Houtes and 
rich Furniture as plunder to thoſe bloody Villains , yer 
they were detained in the City, and their deſtruton 
was moſt cruellyplotred and deſigned ; After rhe fame 
manner they dealt with many others, as well contrary 
to all Oaths and Promiſes as to the Laws and Com- 
mon Faith of all Nations, 

LVIL. But not to infiſt on theſe, let us. in the ſecond 
Place confider the Tortures and Torments which the Li- 
centious Souldiers exerciſed upon the Perſont of the 
InhaHirants, without the leaſt reſpeftro Age, Qualiry, 
or Sex, which diſcovered them to be rather Twbs 
and Tnfdels than Men of Arms ; For even Princes, 
whoſe Perſons are ſacred , though they-never bore 
Arms, as the old Lantgrave of Hef? and others ; yea, 
ſome of the Female Sex, as the old Dutcheſs Dowaper 
of Wittenburg, have without any regard or pity been 
impriſoned, reviled and abuſed by theſe Miſcreants ; 
Some of Tillizs Souldiers canſed rhe D. of Saxonys 
Subjefts to he tortured by half ſtrangling them, and 
prefling their Thumbs with wheels, they forced others 
to eat their own Excrements, which if they refuſed, 
they thruſt down their Throats, thereby choaking 
ſome of them, and thoſe they ſuſpetted ro have mo- 
ney, were exquiſitely tortured to make them confeſs; 
yea, Princely Perſonages have ſuffered the hkecruelry 
with meaner men. They tycd ſtrong Matches or 
Cords about the heads of ſome, which were twiſted, 
till the blood came out ofrheir Eyes, Ears and Noſes, 
yea, till their Eyes ſtarred out of their heads 3 Others 
had burning Matches tyed berwixt their Vingers, ers 
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their Noſes, Tongues, Jan Cheeks, Breaſts, Legs, 
and Secrets, even thoſe parts which Nature hiderh, 
they cither filled with Powder, - or tyed bags of Powder 
to them, and © giving fire to them, in an horrible 
manncr burſt their bellies, and killed rhem ; They 
pierced.and raced the skin and ficſh of ſome, as Ar- 
tificers deal with Leather z and. have drawn Cords 
through their Thighs, Legs, Arms, Noſes, Ears and 
Lips; Others they hang up in the ſmoak, drying 
them with ſmall Fires, and for fear they ſhould dye 
too ſoon, they ſometime refreſhed them with ſmall 
drink or cold water ; Some they burned or ſmothered 
in hot Ovens, and roſted others with ſtraw Fircs, fo 
char jt was a great favour to be hanged or ſtrangled; 
they bound the hands and fee of tomelo hard, that 
the Blood ſprouted out ar the end of their Fingers 
and Toes, and tyed the hands and fcert of. othess 
backward topgethcr . ſtopping their Mouths with 
Clouts ro hinder them from Praying : Some were 
hanged up with Ropcs tyed to their Privy! parts, and 
hearing their roaring, they have endeavoured to out- 
roar and drown their cryes as in ſport; yea, which 
1s yct more dcteſtable, when they found any poor 
-Creatures troubled with' Ruptures, or buritnels, rhey 
have inlarged them, andchen filling thoſe parts with 
Gunpowder, have villanouſly blown them up as with a 
Mine : Many they truſſed up on high, havging Stones 
and Weights on their Feet to ſtretch out their bodies ; 
They have plancd the Faces of others with Chiſels and 
other Inſtruments, pretending to make 1t even 3 ſome 
men they have openly gelled in the preſence of their 
Wives and Children : The Mouths of ſome they open- 
ed with Gags, and then poured ſtinking water, paſs, 
or other naſty Liquors down their Throats, ſaying it 
was a Swedyb draught: wherehy growing fick, and 
their Bellies ſwelling like a Tun, they have dyed Ly 
leaſure with the greater Torment ; They thruſt a 
knotted clout down the Throats of others, and pluck- | 
cd- jt up again yith .a ſtring, thereby even yoving |

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the very Bowels out of their places, by which cruel 
Torments they made ſome Deaf, Dumb, and Blind, 
others Lame, and miſerable ax 1" if they did: 
8B not kill them outright. If a Husband intreated for: 
| his Wife, or a Woman for her Husband, they then 
rortured the Petitioner before the others Eyes, and 
20D which ſeems almoſt incredible, when theſe poor Crea- 
tures were dying under ther mercileſs hands, and 
crved to Godin their pain and anguiſh, theſe helliſh 
Exccutioners would command and force them. to call 
upon, and pray to the Levil ; Infinite almoſt and 
unſpeckable indeed were the Cruelties exerciſed by 
the outragious Souldjers on all ſides 3 nay ſome 
were ſo damnably wicked as to make ittheirſtudy to 
invent new Tortures 3 they rook an ancient Reverend 
Divine, and ſtripping him, bound him upon a Table 
on his back, and fattened a great ſtrong Cat upon his 
Belly, beating and pricking the Cat to make her fix 
herTeeth and Clawsin the poor mans Belly ; So that 
the Man and Cat partly through Famine, and partly 
through pain and anguiſh both ded under their Tor- 
mentors ; fome of the curſcd Croats, or Crabats ent» 
deavourcd- to teach rheir Horics |» cat the fleſh of 
Chriſtians, and contrived worſe. ''ortures than Pha- 
| laris, Neyo, Dionyſiizs, or any of thoſe monſtrous Ty- 
rants cf former ages ever arrived to, fo that we may 
lay,” Caucaſ's bred them, Typers fed them, and Hell 
taught them, the laſt of winch, without deep repen- 
tance, was provably thc1r eternal Lot. 

LVIIE. 1 have fajid much of the former particular, 
though not the Tenth part of what was acted : I will 
now thirdly tpeaka little of the enſuing Abominart- 
on ; Rapes ad, Ravuments hardly to be imagined, 
and beyond all kuwane medeſty did rhey commit, 
Virgins, Matrons, Widows, and Wires without di- 
ftintion have they violated and forced even in the 
preſence of their Parents, Husbands and N 1ghbours, 
yea, Womenwith Clild, and even in Chuldbxd 3 No 
Ghappcl, Church, or other place hath bcen free on 
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their filthieſt pollutions, and barbariſms ; The 
Heſpitals and Bedlam-houſes have not been ſpared, 
their Deviliſh Debaucheries have there found SubjeRs 
for their Luſts. 'In the Land of Meſſe, a poor lean 
mad woman who had been kept 1n chains above 
Twenty years, was by theſe Hell-hounds let looſe ; 
towhom they brought divers others like her ſelf, ſome 
mad, others dumb, all wretched Creatures, they tyed 
their Coars about their ears, and chen ſhamefully abu- 
ſed them; In Pomerania they raviſhed the handſomeſt 
Virgins of that Countrey, before their Parents faces, 
forcing their Friends to ſing Plalms to them all the 
while. In tay I have heard the Villanies of the Ger- 
man Troops recited with Tears; Among others, a 
beautiful Maid was hid by her Parents in a Dunghil, 
but they diſcovering her, raviſhed her, and then bar- 
barouſly cutring her in pieces, hung her quarters up 
in the Church, and bid her Friends pray to the Saints 
for her relief: In the Land of Brunſwick rwo Souldiers 
rook a Girl of ren years old, and carryed her into 
the Wood to raviſh her. The Mother with hands 
held up, came running ,afrer our Coach (ſaith my 
Anthor) crying out to my Colonel, bur he being a 
ſtranger had no command there, and could not relieve 
her, ſoon after weſaw the 2 Horſemen come out of the 
Wood, whether they left the poor Child dead or 
alive I know not : Some virtuous and chaſt women 
they have offered ro kill, or thrown their Children 
into the Fire to make them yield : They ſparcd nor 
the very Nuns, but after they had broke into their 
Cloyſters, and pillaged them of all their goods, they 
have hkewiſe- raviſhed and killed ſome of them; 
Some Women have leaped into Rivers and Wells ; 
others have killed themſelves, becauſe rhey would nor 
be ſubje& to the luſts of theſe Helliſh Furies ; nay not 
only fick and weak Virgins and Women have been 
violated till they dyed, but theſe wretches have com- 
mitted filthineſs with the dead Bodies, 

LIX, But fourthly as to Robberies and gh: 5 
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they were ſo numerous, that no man could paſs any 
where in Germany, but he was robbed, ſtripe, and 
erhaps killed; The Merchants of Frankford, Norem- 
Sy Leipfwich, Hamburg, &c. have had too woful 
experience thereof; The Merchants of Baſil return- 
ing from the Mart of Strasbarg and other Fairs, were 
ſet upon by the Imperialiſts in their Lodgings; and 
though they oftered to prove themſelves Merchants, 
and fo ought to pals freely, yea, though they begged 
their Lives upon th&ir knees, yer they villanouſly 
murdered Ten of them, faying, They muſt dye becauſe 
they were Heritichs: The reſt leaving their Goods and 
Cloaths bchind, eſcaped ſtark naked in the night by 
flight. Yea, the very Convoys who pretended to 
guard Travellers, were oft times as bad as the Ene- 
mies, watching m > 519m wo ng For my LN their 
m + goods, and Horſes, ſpoyling their Waggons 
hes wy made a ſtand, Se " Gua and ſtripping 
the meaneſt perſon if he ſtragled in the leaſt 
the Company 3; Two Counteſſes of great Nobiliry, 
with their fair Daughters, were entertained by us 
(faith my Author) in the Caſtle of Heidelburg , and 
when proviſion grew ſcarce, they went away with the 
Enemies paſport, notwithſtanding which they were 
robbed and ritled in their Coaches of all they had, 
not leaving them the very Garments that covered 
them ; yea they ſhamefully plundred the Danih Am- 
batſador, though priviledged by his Office in all Na- 
tions 3 ſo that the caſe was ſtrangely altered in Germa< - 
xy, where not long before a man might have rid with 
an hundred pound in his pocket, and only a whip 1n 
his hand through all thoſe Countreys without the leaſt 
fear of heing injured; Bur now the very Souldiers 
even robbed one another if they found them in the 
leaſt out of their quarters 3 neither did they acknow- 
ledge God nor Devil, bur in their curſed Oaths and 
Blatphemies, nor was there any ation ſo vile, but 
they were ready to commit ir, and this introduces

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LX. Which is, Fifthly to relate the Blou4hed and 
Murdeys committed by them, to report the whole of 
which will be equaily imyofhible , and incredible 3

bloody Monſters within z Theſe Rakchels made no fl 
Conſcience of murthering men and women, both old: p 
and young, yea, of very innocent Babes, whom like p 
the Wild Bcaſts among which they were bred, rheſe C 
Villains inhumanely eat, when they might have had l 
other food ; By theſe the poor people were barba- r 
rouſly knocked down in the Fields, and Highwayes, l 
and ikewiſe flaughtered, ſtab'd and tortur'd ; I have t 
ſeen them (faith my Author) beat our the brains of | 
poor, old, decrepit Women only in ſport, and com- 
mit many other outrages too long to rclate; yea 1t 


was ſo common for the poor people te ſee oihers , 
killed, that as if there had been no Relation, Aﬀecti- 
an, Neighbourhood, or Kindred, none pitied them, 
or had any compaſiion upon them, hardly any ery- 
ed out, Oh my Father, Oh my Brother, ec. The 
Croats very (eldom gave Quarter, but killed all that = 
were at their mercy; and others received Pay, for 
bringing the Noſes and Ears of their Enemies to their 
Maſters : Tilly after the defcat of the D, of Brunſwick , |

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at Hurt on the River Main, drew out of that Town 
Threeſcore Souldjers, and: cauſed them a!l to be killed 
1n cold blood before the Gare, faying, That i: ſacrift- 
ced them to Count Mansfield their Maſter. 

LX1. Laſtly, For Burninzs, pulling down 1nd rui- 
ning of Churches, Cities, Villages, rhe lis hath ne- 
ver been heard ; The Swedih Army burned above 
Two Thouſand Villages in revenge of the Cruclries 
ated in the Palatinate z Bur their Enemics ipared 
neither Friends nor Focs, what goodly Houſes of 
the Nobility and Gentry were on every fide defaced 
or burnt to Aſhes ; So that all men berook themſelves 
to Arms : No rilling of the Land, no breeding of 
Catre!, no place (ccure but the Camp, no Plowto fol- 
low bur the War, for he that was notan A@or with 
the reſt, muſt of neceſſiry be a miſerable ſufferer; 
If they ſhould have ſowed any thing one year, the 
' next year the Souldiers would have devoured it, fo 

that they judged ir better to fit ſtill than ro labour, 
and let others reap the bencfit thereof, frony, whence 
proceeded an Univerſal Deſolation 3 moſt of the Peo- 
ple and Inhabitants ſwarmed as baniſhed men in-other- 
Countreys, as in Switzerland, France, Italy, and the 
Venetian Territorys. From Baſil to Straſburg, and from 
thence to Heidelburg, and Marpurg, which was ſome 
Hundreds of miles, I (carce ſaw a man (faith my Au- 
thor) in the Fields and Villages; Little better was 1t 
in travelling from France rothe middle of Bohemia, and 
from the A/pes about Auſpurg to the Bzitich Sea, though 
a compaſs of ground of above Two Thoutand miles, 
and not much lefs than three times all Brittain, the 
greateſt part of the People being deſtroyed and ex- 
tinguiſhed by Wars, length of time, and all manner of 
milerics, 

L XII, Famine cometh in the nexr place, a thing ſo 
erievous that David prefcrred the Peſtilence in his 
Choicez To ſee men lain by the Sword, or dye of 
Contagious Diſeaſes is not yer fo grievous as to ſee them 
die of Famine, or to kill and eat one another ; when 
Samaria 
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Samaria was beſieged by Benhadad RK. of Syria, the 
Eamine was ſo great that an Aſles head was ſold for 
fourſcore pieces of Silver, and the fourth part of a 
Cab of Doves Dung for fifty pieces of Silver; Two 
Women agreed to cat their own Children, and when 
they had boyled and eaten one, the other Woman 
hid hers 3 In the ſiege of Feruſalem, Mice, Rats, and 
Hides were good meat, and Women did dreſs and 
eat their own Children, the ſmell whereof dre others 
who were hunger-ſtarved to come to ſhare with them : 
Burt that Cities which were not beſieged, and a 


AY Countrey naturally fruitful, ſhould be {o ruined, as not 


to be able for ſo long a time to atford Bread to a poor 
remnant of people, but that they muſt be forced to 
eat Carrion, and dead men, vea one another whilſt 
ahve, this was lamentable, and hitherro never heard 
of; Had not I been provided (faith my Author) with 
viQuals at my coming out of Switzerland, Famine had 
arreſted me in Germany, for there was not any where 
meat te he had for money ; The Ita/tans and Spani- 
ards who been at the fightat Norlingen, and be- 
mg difarmed, wandred about, were o black and fee- 
ble for hunger, that had I nor given them part of my 
proviſion, I believe they had rorn me in pieces, and 
eaten me ; Travelling Newſiadt toward Franben- 
dalgin a ſnowy day, I unexpeRtedly mer with the Ar- 
my of Duke Brn:rd, whoſe ſtragling Forerunners 
came riding upto me by couples, and when I looked 
for a worſe errand, they asked only for a little Bread, 
which my Guide beſtowed upon them fo long as we 
had any ; From thence to Manheim and Heidelburg ma- 
ny dead men lay ſtrawed on the way, eſpecially on 
the places where they had made Fires, who penſhed 
through cold and want. When we were beſieged in 
the Caſtle of Heidelbrrg, our Souldiers at firſt killed 
more Horſes in a day then they could eat, leaſt they 
ſhould dye of themſelves for want of hay ; therefore 
what was left they threw out of the Caſtle down the 
Rock, which the Enemy in the night drew _ the 
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Town, though ſome of chem were ſlain in the Aftion, 
and ſo they heartily cat our Horſefleſh ; Ar which 
time the Serjeant Major with fifty men iſſued out up- 
on three hundred of rhe Enemy intrenched on the 
Eaſt fide of the Caſtle, many were ſlam ; others 
broke their necks down the Rocks; Our Souldiers | 
being Maſters of the Trench, fell to ranſack the Ene- | 
mies knapſacks which they had left behind them, bur 
found nothing in them except our own Horſe-fleſh, | 
which yet was-not unwelcome, for it grew ſcarce with | 
us 3 ſothat now we werecompelled to kill the Horſes 
which ſtood faſting and ſleeping on the Dunghil, not 
out of compaſſion to them, but for our own neceſſity 
Another Serjeant Major had two very fine Horſes, our 
Souldiers took one and ear him ; but he thinking to 
make ſure of the other, faſtened him to the Wall 
with a ſtrong Chain and a Padlock, but they tak! 
their opporrunity, cut off rhe Horſes Neck, and 
the head in the Chain, carrying away the body, and 
preedily cating it. Art length Dogs an in 
requeſt, ſothat we could ſmell our m , and 
yeton the Table jt was ſtill more lothſome, the taft 
ing anſierable ro the ſmell, yet we eat 1t excec- 
ding ſavourly, but our bread at laſt failing, we yield- 
cd roneceſlity.

For the Armies every where over-running the 
Countrey, deyoured both Corn and Cartel, fo that 
thoſe who had any goods left, offered to give all for 
a little food ; Bur thar being not to be obtained, on 
were fain to lyc in the ſtreers and highwayes, (muc 
contrary to rkejr former way of living) to beg fome- 
thing for Gods ſake, wherewith to refreſh their dying 
Souls; yet no ſooner had they ſwallowed what was 
given them, bur they preſently gave up the Ghoſt 3 
Memorable is that relation which Reinmannys record- 
eth of the Famine in Alſatia, that Valentine Engelin & 
Citizen of R1fa:b, with the Sexton of the Church de 
poſed before a Magiſtrate upon their Oaths, That Ame 
the Daughter' of Jobz Ebfrin confeſſed to them, _ 
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ſhe came from Colmar, where ſhe had waited many 
days before the Hangmans door in hope to get apiece 
of Horſeflcſh ro ſatisfie her hunger, but not prevail- 
ing, ſhe was now come to Rufack intreating them, 
that if there were the body of any young man or 
woman unburied, they would give 1t her toear to pre- 
ſerve her Life; And that two other women and a 
boy made the ſame requeſt ; afhrming that they had 
hved a long time upon dead mens fleſh ; After which 
the Churchyard of Sr. Nicholas where the dead bo- 
. dicslay, was ſhut up; Laſtly they declared that four 
young maids had cut 1n pieces the dead body of ano- 
ther maiden of eleven years old, and had eaten cve- 
ry one their part of her; Many who ſurvived the 
loſs of all they had, ſuſtained rhemſelves for a long 
time with Roots, Acorns, green Fruits, graſs, Thiſtles, 
and other Weeds, which the very beaſts would not 
have caten, upon which ſeveral of them grew di- 
ſtrated and died ; In ſome places the poor famiſhed

give them his Hounds to fatishe their hunger, whom 
they preſently killed, and eat with all greedinefs, 

And as the Famine increaſed, when no more food 
was tobe gor, men were like inraped Beaſts one againſt 
another, and gathering together by Troops, watched 
one another upon the High-ways, and ſo murthered, 
dreſt, and eat each other, ſo that none could paſs 
ſafely on the way, or in the ſtreers without a guard, 
or very well armed, and though ſome have been taken 
and ſeverely puniſhed by Juſtice , yer others con- 
rinued lurking to ſeize upon Paflingers; Three Mai- 
dens at Odenheim near Worms agreed ta hve together 
and rake their chance, but as the Proverb faith, Ns- 
ceſſity hath no Law, ' and hunger is aſharp Thorn, for in a 
wile they were all ſo extreamly pinched with Famine, '

Poyſon to diſpatch themſelves, nay the very Wild

Y 5 $xony, he plundered the City of Lip wick, and com- 
ay mitred as great outrapes as Tits Army had done be- 
ey fore, but ſuch a Plague overrook both him and his 
OX Army, that moſt of his Souldiers dycd like rotten 
nd ſheep, and being infected himſelf, he offered tx 
X- hundred Rix dollars for a Prote/laut Mimitter to 1n- 
he ſtrut and comfort him, But both he and his Soul- 
OK diers had fo behaved themſelves , that no Miniſter 
he W was to be found : In the mean time all his Friends 
pe- and Servants forſook him, except his Concubine, who 
he ſtaycd with him to the laſt; He had been both Pro- 
1g- teſtant and Papiſt, but revcited from both, fo that 
gh being gwlty of his own perfideouſneſs, and the exe- 
pe crable Murders and Rapines he had occaſtoned, he 
1er dyed utterly deſpairing of future happineſs; In the 
:1n Ciry of Baſi! above Twenty Thouſand' dycd of the 


the Plague; Their Popiſh Neighbours of the City of Tent 
rejovced ar their ſufferings, as being their Enemies 1n 
Religion, but their Joy was very ſhort, for the Win- 
ter following the Peſtilence raged dreadfully among 
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them, and though thar Ciry was not great, yet above 
"Three Thouſand Perſons were buried out of it 3 This 
Plague was extraordinary virulent, and altogether in- 
curable ; Somedyed raging, others were killed with 
their Carbnncles, others were ſwoln and diſcoloured as 
if they had taken poyſon,and ſomedyed moſt ſtrange- 
ly ſpotted ; If any Souldier were but ſlightly wound- 
£d, it preſently turned to a malignant Ulcer, defying 
all means of Cure; when the Infeftion got into a 
Kindred, it deſtroyed Parents, Children, and moſt 
times all of the blood z which demonſtrates that a 
divine hand was very conſpicuous in this woful viſira- 
tion, though the Food and Air might alſo much con- 
duce to impoyſon the Bodies ; Inthe Siege of Hannouey 
above twenty rwo thouſand People were buried of the 
: Sickneſs, and had not it pleaſed God hereby to di- 
miniſh their numbers, they had yielded the Town 
for . want of Vituals; In the fame Seige Souldiers 
who went ſcemingly well, and with thar Eye-ſight 
upon the Guard, came oft again in a few hours ſtruck 
ſtark blind, even Thirty at a time were thus afflited, 
bur the Diſeaſe afterward falling into their Legs, moſt 
.of them recovered. 

About this time almoſt all Germany felt this puniſh- 
ment in a grievous manner; In Swaben, Tyrol, and all 
along the Rivers of Rhineand Main, the Plague raped 
furiouſly 3 The King of Hungary was fain to diflolve 
his Court, and ſend his Servants away to other Ci- 
ties for their (ſecurity ; The Inhahicants of Memingen, 
Campaen, and Iſnen in Swaber were utterly coniumed, 
and none left alive ; In the Countrcy thereazout for- 
merly inhabited by above Thirty Thouſand men, 
tere were not Four hundred Souls to bc found ;, In 
tne Confines of Bzvaria the living were not {1;hcient 
to bury the dead, but Rats and Mice devoured their 
Carcal(es to the prear- horror of Paſlingers; Holland 
and the Low Countreys ſmarrted very fore likewie 
The Univerſity of Leyden buried Thirty Thou.and ; 
The Countrey Villages and the Hagye were nuicra- 
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bly afflicted, and alfo Bryſſels and Antwerp ; The Cji- 
ties of Nimegen, Emerich, Reits, Grelders with other 
places neer, were not only viſited therewith, (where- 
of the Marqueſs of Avt91 2 the Spaniſh General, and 
other Commanders dyed) but there happened new 
contagious Diſeaſes, among others, ſtrange Fluxes, 
and a Pox hitherto unknown; The Emperors Army 
forraging and diſperſing themſelvesall over the Coun- 
rrey ſcattered the Contagion from their Quarters at' 
Hailbuyn to the Land of Wirtenbuyg, and many places 
became hereby utterly depopulated ; Burt after Gallas 
his raking in the Towns upon the Rhine. ſuch an In- 
fetion happened t!:rough rhe ſtink of the dead un- 
buried bodies. that 1n the Biſhoprick of Mets alone 
there dved of this and Famine Twenty Four Thou- 
ſand People ; In S:xory , Brandenburg, Pomerania, 
Mecklenburg, &. the Peſhlence and other Diſcaſes) 
were ſo Univerſal. thar theſe and rhe Sword ſeemed ro 
contend which ſhould be the greateſt deſtroyer: ; Ir 
conſumed in S:1rony no lefs than Sixteen Thouſand 
Souls in rwo Months time ; Thus as by the print of 
the foot of HeauLyou may gueſs at his ſtature, ſo by 
theſe few patticulars of the miſeries of ſome places, 
we may judge of the lamentable Condition of the 
whole Countrey, where theſe dreadful Judgmenrs 
have left ſuch wounds, as perhaps poſterity for ſome 
Generations will ſee the ſcars of; And fo 1 have done 
with this particular Relation of the Prodigies and Mi- 
ſeries of Germany for ſeveral years, and ſhall now pro»: 
ceed more generally according to my former me- 
thod.

Cloucls, carrying with it Water, Sand, Earth, Stones, 
and much other marrer, whici like Feather-heds 
tle imo the Air to the terror of the Beiolders afar 
of. ani falling down again mrto the arch, reſembled 
a kind of Pultis or Frumentie, and had not the Wind 
by divine Providence blown oft from the Iſle into the 
Seca. and thereby driven back this outragious Fire, 
without doubt the whole Countrey had been utrerly 
burnt up and deſtroyed by this formidable Combu- 
ſtion ; ſoon after it caſt forth ſtones of ſo vaſt a big- 
neſs, to the height of above tiiree lances, thar they 
ſeemed rather hke entire Moynta ns than Stones, 
which in their fall meeting and daihing againſt orhers 
they broke into a Thouſand pieces, with a terrible noie 
and Patling, which afterward bcing raken up moul- 
ured into a black Sand. Morcover our of this vaſt 
quantity of matter thrown out, a new Iſland arole 
even in the midſt of ric deep Ocean; In the begjn- 
ning it was not ab»ve fvye Acres, but increaſing contt- 
Rually in four days after, it rook up the Og of 
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five mile; fo vaſt a multitudeof fiſh periſhed by rhis 
burniug, that ei2ht Ships of 7ndia could hardly con-

LXY. The tame vear, 1532. the Learned Kir/1ers 
made a ſearch and! diſcovery 1nto the burning Moun- 
tain of Y:jati's in the Kingdom or N2p.es, fo famous 
for fiery Irruptions for many Ages, winch beingone of 
the mo{ttremendous Miracl's of Natzre Tihall relate 1n 
his own words ; Afﬀtcr to grcat Dangers ſuſtamed by 
Sea and Land in d}jgently 1carching our the incredible 
power of nature working in Burroughs and Patlages 
under ground, I had a great deiire to inform my elf 
concerning IV lrwuins, 1 wert therefore to Porticus (rhe 
Porch or Entrance) a Town {cituarc ar the Foot of the 
Moungain, where, hiringan honeft Countreyman for a 
true and $x11fu! Companion, and guide in the way, 
not without a conſiderable reward, I atcended the 
Mountain at midnight throuzh, d:thculr, rough, un- 
even, and ftcep Paſlagetz when I came to the rop* or 
mouth I ſaw. what js horrible to be exprefſed 3 I aw 
itall over of a light Fire with a dreadful combuſtion, 
and ſtench of Su{p1;y and burning Bifiyn't ; whereat 
being aſtoniſhed, merhoughrs I beheld rhe habirar;- 
on of Kell, wherem norhing ſcemed to be wanting 
bur the Apparitions of Ghoſts, Devils, and damned 
Spirits 3 I then obicrved horri'ye beliawings and roar- 
ings inthe mountain . and unexprefiile ſtink, fmoaks 
mixt with darkiſh Globes of Firc, which both the bor- 
tom and fidesof the Mountain continvally belched forth 
from eleven ſeveral places, and made me belch, and 
ready to vomit; 0 the depth of the riches of toe wiſden 
and knowledge of Goil !

ourwardly it begins to grow fierce and: rerrible only at 
certain intervalls of time more ot lels according to thes 
Combuſtible matrcr heaped together 3 and 5y ho

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much longer it hath ceaſed, by ſo much it burſts 
forch with greater violence, and together with the: 
Flame, ſends forth huge heaps of Sands, and Prodi- 
gious Srones of wondrous weight. 

Theſe Fires have broke forth in ſeveral Ages of 
the World, to the great terror and- deſtrathon of- 
the Inhabitants, and all tle adjacent Countreys 3 As: 
in the year of the world 2500 when the Poſteriry of 
Zaniis went to ſcek new Colonies, they firſt entred. 
Sicily, where at that'time there was fo great a burn- 
ing of the Mountain. that the new Plamers leaving. 
the Iſland for fear of Deſolation, went to ſeek new 
habirations in Ttaly ; after them followed the Sicznz- 
avs, who were likewiſe driven away from thete- 
Eaſtern Parts.tcothe Weſtern by theſe dreadful Aritgy 
barnings.In the year of the world 3120, and for ave 
four hundred years after, this Mountain was all aw 
hre with three. huge hurnings; A htrtle atrer che 
Mountain ra2ing anew, 1t 15 faid to have drawn P3the:

thus mcans wore rendred more fruitſal. But on Fri- 
av the 18:5 f Zlirch, 1569. the Sun 35 obſerved 
vb.fore its ferting to appeer of a palc and dead co- 
our, wich (voing contrary to what it ever before ap- 
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red to us) ſtruck no ſmall terror into the Inha- 
RR all Objeas appearing alſo of the ſame colour, 
with a paleneſs received from that of the Sun: The 
ſame night happened in this City as well as the whole 
Country ies 5956s a terrible and unuſual Earth- 
quake, whole ſtrong and unequal} motions joyned 
with horrible Roarings from Monte Givello exceedingly 
frighted the Inhabitants, but was ſo extraordinarily 
violent in the Country adjacent, that the People 
were forced ro abandon their houſes, and to fly into 
the Fields ro avoid the danger threatned them from 
the falling of their houſes. The Village of Nicoloſs 
was of all others the moſt dreadfully handled by this 
furious Earthquake, the houſes aud other buildings 
being ſhaken all in pieces, and buried in their own 
ruines 3 the poor people (who had preſerved their 
lives by a timely flight, wirh ſuch hterle of their goods 
as their haſty fears would permit them to carry out 
with them) continued a- might or rwo 1m the Fields 
»cholding with grief aud aſtoniſhment the ruine of 
their habytarions : but obſerving that by theſe violent 
-oncuſtions, rhe Earth hegan to open 1n ſeveral pla- 
ces, and to threaten them with 1nevitayle ruine, 
they fed, though with much trouble and amazement 
'0 this Ciry, Theſe thakings of the Earth being (© 
frequent and violcnr, rhat the people went rceling.and 
hovering, wirh much difficulty ſupporting one ano- 
ther from falling. infomuch as what with rheir want 
of Jeep, the pains they were forced to take 1n tra- 
ec'''ng, and the grear terrors 1mprinted on them by 
whac they had ſeen 'and ſuffered, they appeared ar 
cir arrival in this City as fe+ many diſtracted people 
wholly 1nſenftble of what they did. 

[his dreadful convultion of the Earth was 1mmed!- 
wely followed on Monday March 11. about 10 at 
mohe by 4 terrible Ecuvrions, much about the ſame 
time, and a little diſtance one from the other. 

Theſe ſaid Eruptions were obſerved to be on the 
fide of Monte Gibello, about 2 miles beyond. the Moun- 
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tain called Montpileyi . from whence with a terrible 
noiſe it threw up its flames with much fury and' vio- 
lence about a hundred yards in height, 1ts noiſe not 
roaring only inward; from the belly of the Mountain 
as before, but violently cracking like peals of Ordnance 
or thunder, from the fide of it, throwing out vaſt 
ſtones, ſome of them of 350 pound weight, which 
being (as it were) ſhot through the air, fell ſeveral 
miles diſtant from rhe place, whilft the whole Air 
was filled with ſmoak, burning cinders, and: aſhes, 
Which fell like a fiery rain upon the Country. In the 
mean time 1iſued from the fide of this Prodigious 
Mountain a vaſt Torrent of Melted and burning Mat- 
ter, which like an Inundaton, Drowned, as 1n a 
Flood of Fire, the Countrey on this fide of 1t. This 
Burning Rivcr ran down uponthe Mountain Monty:leri, 
which, oppoſing irs dire& courie, 1t divided it felf 1n- 
to two Streams, which encompailed the faid Moun- 
tain 3 one of them raking its way by Lt Guzrdia, the 
Corvet of St. Anne and M(y2fſn, tne ocher by the 
Towns of Mmpiliri, and Falicihi, which in few hours 
were wholly deſtroyed and loft, not ſo much as any 


and Farmes., and with them the Famous Imzpe of tlie 
blcfled Lady of the An1uncizta z which, though hiph- 
ly Revercnced throughout the whole Tjlz14, eftecm- 
ed the Wonder of Sicily and the whole World. and 
to which the People with much Devotion retorrec in 
Pilgrimage from the remoreſt parts, was allo fwal- 
lowed up and conſumed by this dfeadltul Torrent. 

This Ficry and burning Deluze immediately {pread 
It (cif to 2bove thx mile 1n breadth, 'ſceining to be 
ſomewhar of rhe colour of melredand burning Gla{s; 
bur, as it cooles, becomes hard and Rocky, and cve- 
ry where in its paſſage leaves Hills and Pyramids of 
that matrer behind it, 

Ar the ſame time Monte Gibello from its rop raged 
with dreadful Flames, which with its noife and Con- 
cuſhons of the Earth which ſtill continued, added 
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not a little to the Terror of the People, wha ran with 
Cries and Lamentations about the City and Country, 
expetting nothing but to be ſwallowed up or conſu- 
med by Fire, having no other apprehenſjons bur of 
Death, and a Genera! Conflagration. The two Tor- 
renrs of Fire came forward, deſtroying all things in 
their way, and by. Wedneſday, Merch 13th, had 
the Weſt-ſide branched ir ſelf into ſeveral Streams, 
and overran Campo Rotundo, St. Pietro, and Moſtorbi- 
ancs, with La Potielli, and St. Antoninoz and on the 
Eaſt-part rujn'd the lower part of Maſcaluciz, and Ls 
Placchi, raking its way towards this City. 

On Thar/day the 14th, the Wind came Eaſtwards, 
on which fell abundance of Rain, which abated nor 
the Progreſs of the Fire ; which on the Eaſt-fide had 
from Ma{calu:iz made its way to St. Giovanni di Ga- 
leymo, the lower part whereof it deſtroyed ; and paſ- 
ſing on, ſeemed to threaten this City on one ſide, as 
did that on the Weſt-fide the other.. As the Fire ap- 
preached, the Religious every where appeared with 
much Devotion, carrying in Proceſhon their Re- 
liques, eſpecially rhoſe of St. Agtha, the famous 
Martyr of Ct nia, in which they repoſed no imall 
confidence, followed by great mulcitudes of People, 
ſome of them mortifying themſelves with Whips, and 
other figns of Penance, with great Complaints and 
Cryes, exprefting their dreadful expetation of the 
Events of thoſe Prodigious ficry Inundarions. 

Whil'ft the Fcople were thus bufred 1n their De- 
votions, and aſtoniſhr by their Fears, News was 
brought to the Magiſtrates of the City, that a con(i- 
derable number of Thieves and Robbers had taken 
the opportunity of this general Diſtraion, to make 
a Prey of the already. diſtreiſed People, and that they 
had murdered ſeveral of them for their Goods; and 
that it was to be fear'd, that the City of Catania it 
ſelf, might run ſome danger from the great numbers 
of them which were about the Country, and from 
thence took their opportunities to get into the Town, 
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Whereupon, conſultation being had for the preven- 
tion of ffrther miſchief from them, the Commander 
of the Caſtle was ordered with a confiderable number 
of Horſe, and a Party of Spania-ds, to ſecure the 
Country and Ciry againft theſe Robbers 3 who 1im- 
mediately ſent out ſeveral Parties with his Provoſt- 
Marſhal, with Order to ſeize on all ſuſpeted Perſons, 
and ſuch as were not able to give a good account of 
themſelves : and, for ſuch as were raken in the Fat 
Robbing, to Execute them by Martial-Law, wirhour 
any farther Tryal ; and accordingly cauſed three pair 
of Gallowes to he ſet up for their ſpeedy Execution; 
one before the Gare Dt Ari, a ſecond in the Marbet- 
place, and a third before the Gate D21/a Decima, ſetting 


ſtrong Guards upon the Gares of the Ciry, and cau-- 


fing all ſuſpeted Houſes to be ſearched, an Account 
to be given in of all Lodgers, and ſuch Perſons to he 
ſecured, as could any ways fall under a Suſpicion, 
The poor People .our of the Country being by this 
Prodigious Calamity ſtripr our of all their Eſtates, and 
reduced to great extrem ty, fled moſt of them for re- 
fuge and relief to rhis City, with great Lamentations, 
moving the Charity of rhe Magiſtrates, whho were 
readily inclined ro give them the beſt afliftance they 
were able ; and the Citizens, moved by their Com- 
plainrs and Sufterings, freely open'd rheir Doores, fil- 
ling their Houſes with as many. of thoſe diitrefſed 
People as they could pothbly receive 3 the Biſhop, 
and all perſons of Quahty and Eſtate, contributing 
largely for their ſupport, till herter Order could be ta- 
Ken for che diſpoſing of them. 

The Cirv of Me/inz alſo, and ſeveral - other Citics 
(mforme of this extraordinary Calamity) ſent hi- 
ther large Supplies of Provitions, oftering their beſt 
atiftance to this place, in cafe of extremity. All 
the Elemenrs ſeemed at this time to make War up- 
on us, and to conlpire together for the puniſhment 
of the inhab;rants 3 The Air was continually darkened 
with Clouds and Smoke, agitated by great and violent 
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Winds, and oftentimes ſhowred down great Rains, 
inſomuch as the Sun from the beginning of theſe 
Eruptions, very ſeldom appeared to us, and when tt 
did, (with extraordinary palene(s,) for a little tre 
only, and (as it were, abhorring fo dreadful a Spefta- 
cle) ſoon hud its face again under a thick Cloud. 

The Sea ran much higher than 1t was wont to do, 
and by 1ts extraordinary Roaring, and in ſome places 
over-flowing its Banks, added not a little to our con- 
ſternation. The Land every where infeſted with 
Thieves, inſomuch, thar till by the extraordinary 
care taxen by the Magiſtrates and Officers ſevere exe- 
cution was done upon ſuch as were apprehended mn 
the Fact, no perſon was able to ſtir abroad withour 
danger of his life z whilſt the Fire by this prodigious 
overflowing of the Mountain, threatncd to take pol- 
(cſlion of all. 

On Friday the 1 5th. the ſtream of fiery Matter 
which deſtroyed the lower pert of St, Giovanni 4s Gas 
lermo divided it (elf jnro two parts, one ot 1ts bran- 
ches taking its way toward Moſterbianco, the other 
threarning the City of Catania, but this laſt was obſers 
ved to move with more ſlowneſs. than before, having 
in 24 hours time ſcarcely gained 20 SS 

Qa the 18th being Monday, the Torrents being ſtill 
ſeen to draw nearer and nearer to this City, the Se- 
nate with Monſegnior Cambuchi the Biſhop of this. 
place, followed by all the Clergy Secular and Regular, 
and an infinite number of people went in a folemn 
Proceſſion out of this Ciry to Monte de St. Sofia, car- 
rving out with greateſt Devorion their choiceſt Re- 
licks, and upon 'an Altar erefted in view of the 
Mountain, expoſed them, where they celebrated 
Mats and uſed the Exorciſmes accuſtomed upon ſuch 
extraordinary occaſions, all which time, the Moun- 
tain ceaſed not as before with exceflive roaring to 
throw up its ſmoak and flames with: extraordinary 
violence, and abundance of great ſtones, which were 
carried through the Air, ſome of them falling _ 

ner 


their view, though at ten miles diſtance from the 
Eruption;theAſhes which proceeded from thence were 
fcatrered in great abundance. as :vell on this City as 

, on the Country adjacent, every where 1n the Fields 
with Cinders, and the heat of the ſaid Aſhes deſtroy- 
ing the Graſs, which obliged the people ro driveaway 
their Cattle to a farther diſtance, which woald other- 
wiſe have periſhed for wantot too.!, 

Theſe f 9K of ruine dayly crept ncarer anf 
nearer to this City, hur by uneven and irregular mo- 
tions, according as 1t was more vr lets ſupplyed from 
is fountain ; but on Wedneſday the 2oth, we per- 
ceived that that branch of it which ſeemed moſt to 
threaten this City from Sr. G1ow.2194 at Galerim was 
wholly extinguiſht , and the other which benr its 
courſe roward Moſter-bianco ran but lowly, and gave 
ns ſome hopes that irs fury was alſo near ſpent, but 
the other Torrent which had before overtlown Moſter- 
bianco, continued its motion with as much violence as 
ever, being in breadth above a Muſquer ſhot over; 
but in probability could not cafily overflow to the 
Weſtwards which was defended by its Rocky ſcituari- 
on 3 another branch which ran by Santo Pietro was ob- 
ſerved tobe much larger than the reſt, and irs ſtream 
more quick and ative, but meeting with ſome oppo- 
fition 1nits way, it made ſome ſtop, only ſending 
out a Rivulet roward the Eaſtwards abour three or four 
yards wide, of its moſt ſubtle and ative matter, which 
directed its courſe rowards a ſmall Village about a 
Furlong diſtant from its main ſtream ; another Branch 
threatned Campo Rotundo, but bent its courſe weſtwards 
towards the Farm of Valcorrente, where its Fiery bo- 
dy was ſcattered into ſeveral deep and rocky places, 
without any conſiderable damage. ” | 

About thistime we had hopes that the viblence of 
this cruption had been over, the Mountain not throw- 
ing out its flames with that violence as before, and 
its no!ſe and roaring in a great meaſure ceaſed. 

Thoſe who at neareſt diſtance rook a view of the 
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Moun- 


Mountain, informed that the top of it, was fallen in, 
and rhe Mountain ſuppoſed to want near a mile of its 
former height ; thar the largeſt of rhe Mouths from 
whence theſe fiery ſtreams were vented, was abour 
half a mule in compaſs, bur the view of this dreadful 
inundation carried ſo much terror in it asthey were 
not able ro expreſs; from all theſe Mouths were vo- 
mired Rivers of a thick and fiery ſubſtance of ſtone 
and metals melted, whoſe depth was various accor- 
ding to the ſeveral places it filled in its paſfage, in 
lome places 4, in others 8, 12 or 45 yards and up- 
wards ; its breadth in ſome places 6 mules, in others 
much more ; irsflame like that of Brimſtone, and its 
motion like that of Quick-f1lver ; advancing —_— 
very ſlowly, unleſs where it was provoked by the ad- 
dition of a freſh Torrent or ſome conſiderable deſcent, 
Whereſoever it paſſed, it left large heaps of 1ts con- 
gealed marzer, with which it covered and burnt the 
Earth, melting the Walls of Caſtles and Houſes, 
throwing down and conſuming all before it, nothing 
being yet found able to reſiſt its force, nor any thing 
able ro quench irs burning. water being obſerved ra- 
ther to add to its fury 3 whereſoever it has paſled, it 
has left 1tsdreadful marks behind ir, levelling ſome 
hills and raiſing others, ſo much changing the ſcirua- , 
tion, that not the leaſt trace of any place or Town 
remains, nothing being to be (cen but confuſed heaps 
of ragged ſtone, which yielding a noiſome fume, 
ſtrikes rerror and aſtoniſhment into all that behold it. 
On Friday the 22, the Mountain again roared with 
much loudneſs, and threw up from its Mouths a vaſt 
quantity of matter, which formed two large hills 
Igher and larger than that of Mopil-ri, with a large 
ank of the ſame matter to the Eaſtward , ſending 
down a violent ſtream of irs liquid matter towards 
M/paſſo, much enlarging the former Current, and 
pa{ling thence to Campo Rotundo and Santo Pietro com- 
pleated the ruines of thoſe Towns, driving furiouflys 
towards Moſter bianco; the other ſtream by Santo Gio- 
vanm 
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vami d Galermo being wholly diverted and extinguiſhe. 
From this time t;!! the 25th, the Mountain continued 
filenr, but then ir burſt out again with'more force than 
ever beforc, irs noiſe much louder, hke Peales of 
Ordnance, and ſo forcible and Jaſting, as for 24 hours 
irmuſed a ſhaking and trembling in our Buildings, the 
Air fo filled with Smoak and Aſhes, as darkned the 
Face of the Sky. The Birds and Fowl about this 
time, cither through want of Food, or 1lineſs of Air, 
which was corrupted with the noifome ſmells ariſing 
from theſe Burnings, were obſerved to lye dead in 
all places. 

On the. 22th. the Grand Current was advanced near 
the City as far as the old Capycins. which ftruck (6 
great a Terror into the People, that moſt of them 
left the City, only ſome Officers remaining with ſuch 
perſons as were under their command, who have ſecu- 
red and ſent away the Magazine and all the Artillery 
from the Caſtle. 

A Latter Relation from Catania, of April 27. gives 
this further Account, The dreadful Inundation trom 
Monte Gibellp having deſtroyed many Caſiles and 
Towns, with an infinite loſs, and utter ruine to the In- 
habitants, arrived lately with a renewed Force at 
Moſtor-bianco, which it has wholly ruin'd, from thence 
paſting on to Albane!li, in four days ſpace deſtroyed all 
the Gardens and Vineyards with 563 Thouſand Vines. 
On Wedveſday April 16. With an Impetuous Fiery Tor- 
rent jt came towards Sardane!s, where all the remain- 
der of the Inhabitants of this Ciry were SpeQators of 
I, which reſembled a River of melred and burning 
Braſs, about ten Ells wide, running with (wiftneſs to 
the Arch of Marcus Marcelins, a famous Piece of 
Antiquity, and pa{ling under 1t, rujin'd about 6 Ells 
of jt, which was the breadch of the Current in that 
, Place: from thence it ran to Madonna di Monferrato, 
which 1t wholly deſtroyed : then falling down to Ma- 
donna dulle Gyatie, it entred in at one Gate, and paſled 
through another, without any conſiderable hurr, aud 
. run- 
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running through the Gate Del/a Decima, filled all the 
Plain Di Sthiara Vivz, where it was above fix Ells 
deep. Then taking its way towards the Bulwark, on 
the Sea-fide, under the Caſtle of this City, it ran by, 
two Ells deep into the Sea z in which, ( to the great 
wonder of. all that ſaw it) ithas made its Progreſs a . 
mile jn length, and as much in breadth, and is draw- 
ing.rowards the Gate of the Channel, which gives us 
great Apprehenſions, leaſt it may that way Invade 
the City it ſelf: Nor is there leſ#danger on the fide 
Del Tindaro, where there runs a great Torrent of the 
ſame Adtive matter, which draws ncar, and feems to 
threaten the Walls, and is in thar place abour a mile 
in breadth, having overflowed and deſtroyed all rhe 
Gardens, from the Gate Pella Decima, as far as M:onna 
delli Amellati, 

The names of the moſt confiderable Towns and 
places ruined and deſtroyed by the dreadf'' Farth- 
quakes and Irruptions were, Thg Town -t N.coofs, 
wholly ruined ; Padara and Tre Caſtazne [ic greateſt © 
part deſtroyed ; The Towns of Lz Guardia, Mlpaſſs, 
Campo Rotundo, Potielli, St. Antonino, St. Pictro, Mofter= 
bianco, Montpileri, La An.inciata, Fali.r;; Placchi, all 
wholly overflowed conſumed, aid 1-': .z this fhery 
Inundation with all the Lands belonging ro them, no 
foot-ſteps of them remaining; The Towns of Maſcals- 
cia, and St. Giovanni de Galzrmo ruined inpart 3 The 
large Gardens and Vineyards of 4/1211; overflown 
and deſtroyed : The famous picce of Antiquity of 
Marcus Marcellus, much ruined ; M:1oma de Morjerra- 
to deſtroyed, beſides many Caſtles, Farms, an” "ther 
Places, which have run che ſame Fortune, v:ofe 
'Names we for brevity paſs over. 6 

LXXX, Weſt of the Iſle of S1:iy in the Ti{can Sea, 
within fight of Meſſina, and 159 miles diff: from 
Mount Ana are. the A'lian 1:\2nds, (r: cauc.) from 
FEolus King thereof, who firſt  -2ughr 131 uſe of the 
Sail, and by obſerving the Fire 4nd Smoak which af- 
cendced from theſe Iflands, (for hereroiore they fm 


flamed) was from thence fabled to be the God of the 
Winds ; Theſe were anciently ſeven, but*are now ele- 
ven Iſlands, of which Liparzs is the greateſt, being ten 
miles in circuit, the Fire went out here about an Age 


ago, So thar art this day Strombolo only burns, (though 


another called //cano imoaks continually). It was for- 
merly called Strongile, but by corruption Strombolo 
from the roundneſs thereof, for it ſeems ike an high 
round Mountain in the Sea, out of the top whereo 
iflueth continually g flame like a burning Beacon, and 
exceeding clear, ſo that by nighr Cony It 15 to 
'be diſcerned a wonderful way, A place ſo full of hor- 
ror to the neighbouring Iſlanders, thatthe more 1gno- 
rant Papi(ts are made to believe it 1s the very Jaws of 
Hell it ſelf; The aforenamed Kirchry made Oblerva- 
tions of this Mountain lik&viſe, which he thus re- 
lares; That on a certain day viewing Strombolo very 
curiouſly, about threeſcore miles diſtant, he obſery- 
ed it to be more than ordinarily furious, for it ap- 
peared wholly ovefwhelmed with Fire in fo great plen- 
ty, that it ſeemed to belch out flaming Mountains, a 
moſt horrendous Speftacle; And then, faith he, I 
heard a ſtrange kind of dull murmur from the 
Mountain ſo far off, which ſeemed to come towards 
us under the Earth, till it reached the ſubterrancous 
p_ where we ſtood, and there uttered ſuch horri- 

le Thundrings within the Earth, with ſuch formida- 
ble oct ans that none of them were able to ſtand 
on their Feet; After the violence was over, getting 
up again with unſpeakable Conſternation, they be- 
held the deſtruction and lamentable ſubverſion of the 
famous Town of St. Eyphemia three miles off, which 
happened at that inſtant, the City being wholly (wal- 
lowed up, for ſecking for the Town, they found in- 
ſtead thereof, what 1s wonderful to be relateC, no- 
thing bur a dark ſtinking Lake ſprung up in irs place, 
they could find no men nor Inhabitants 3 Thence paſ- 
ſing on their Journey, they found nothing elſe for 
Two Hundred miles, but the Carcaſes of Cities, hay. 
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the open Fields, and through horror and famine 

pining and withering away. | 
LXXXI, In April 1669, The Mountain Veſwvius 
aforementioned caſt up more ſmoak and Aſhes than 
formerly, and for ſeveral Nights the neighbouring 
places were much affrighted with the great Flames 
which iſued from 1t, accompanied with unuſual noi- 
ſes 3 At the ſame time they write, That the Vice Roy 
of Sicily having compaſſion upon the miſerable con- 
dition of above Thirty Thouſand poor People, who 
by their Flight had ſaved themſelves from the Fire of 
Mount Ana aforementioned, which had deſtroyed 
17 or 18 Towns or Villages, and by the dayly approa- 
ches to the City of Catania, ſeemed to threaten it 
with inevitable ruine, fo that the Inhabitants were leav- 
ing the place; And that he thereupon ſent one of his 
ers to take order for the maintenance of thoſe 


, diſtreſſed Creatures, and difpoſing of them into places 


of ſafety; In the fame Month 1669 in the night, 
there was a cry made in the Town of Lichſeild in Eng- 
land of Fire, Fire, and the Bells rangout, which frigh- 
red many 3 This was occaſioned (faith Mr. Clark) by 
the fight of a ſheer of Fire, which hung over that Ci- 
ty for the ſpace of half an hour, and then diſappea- 
red, This faith he>I bad from ons t! at lay in the Town 
th:t night > Upon 7ily 10, the fame vear at Weymouth 
in Dorſetſhire between fix and nite a Clock in the 
morning, *the Seca was obſerved to ebb and flow 9 
tumes, of which the greater notice wastaken, becauſe 
the weather at that time was fair and calm, and the 
Tydes very low, thelike accident having never been 
obſerved there but onee before about three” years 
ſince 3 Upon ure 20. this year at 7xſpurg in Germany, 
a litde after noon, there was a very violent Tempeſt 
with, extraordinary hail, rain, Thunder and Light- 
ning, accompanied with an Earthquake, which had 
ſuch terrible Effects at Srhnatz a Town about 3 miles 


diſtant from Jnſp«rg, where the Emperor of _ 
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Had ſome Silver mines, that the River which runs 


through it overflowing, drowned all the adjacent 
Fields, driving down, and deſtroying above Thirty 
Houſes, endamaging many more, and drawning above 
Two Hundred People; In 7aly 1669. came Intelli- 
gence from Holſtein 1n Denmark of Prodigious Tem- 
accompanied with ſuch dreadful Thunder and 
ighrnings as affrighted the Cattel out of the Fields, 
_ drove ſome Hundreds of them into the Sea, 
wherein they were all drowned ; From Mecklenburg 
likewiſe in Germany they write, that there were ſeve- 
ral Fires kindled by Lightning 1n divers parts of the 
Countrey. 
- LXXXIL In 1672, His Majeſty proclaimed War 
”—_ the States of the United Provinces, and May 28, 
s Royal Highneſs engaged the whole Dutch Fleet in 
Southwold Bay ; and after a diſpute of 8 hours, 
the Hollanders retreated, in which fight the Noble 
Earl of Sandwich was unfortunately ſlain 3 About 
this time there happened a violent Fire at St. Ka- 
therines without the Hron-Gate near the Tmwer of Lon- 
don, which conſumed above an Hundred Houſes ; this 
year the French overrun great part of Holland, taking 
As1t 1s ſaid, Thirty Cities and Towns in Thirty days, 
In 1678, an horrid Popiſh Plot was diſcovered againſt 
His Majeſties Perſon and Government, and ſoon affer, 
Sir Eamondbyry Godfrry (who took the firſt Examinari- 
on of Dr. Oats upon the Diſcovery rhercof.) was mur- 
dered by the Papiſts, for which three cf them were 
executed, Several Popiſv Lords were committed to 
the Tower, and December 1679, the Lord Stiford was 
beheaded at Tower-Hill for High Treaſon, In 1520, 
May 18. about 2 a Clock in the morning there began 
a furjous ſtorm of Thynder and Lightning in Longon, 
ſo —_ that the Heavens ſeemed tp be in c__ 
winch was accompanied with very larpe Hail, and ex- 
traordinary violent and haſty Showrs of raih, which 
continued for ſeveral hours, bur about 10 a Clock 1n 
the morning a ſtranye and unuſual darkneſs over- 
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ſpread the face of Heaven, and immediately aftcrthere. 
fell ſuch a rerrible ſtorm of Ha'l, as the like was hard- 
ly ever ſcen in Eng/z14, before the ſtorm, a great 
murmuring or ratling noiſe was heard 1n the Air, che 
Hailſtones were {ſo very large, that ſome of rhem-be- 
ine meaſured, were found to be four Inches, other 
five, others fix in compaſs, nay it was conhdently re- 
ported, that ſome were ſeven, eight, and nine Inches 
alour 3 it continued not above a quarter of an hour, 
exherwiſe it might have done- much more damage than 
it did, yet abundance of Glaſs-Windows were ſhatte» 
red to pieces, eſpecially of thoſe called Sby-Lights , 
The ſtones were of different Shapes and Snzcs, and 
the Fancies of People likened them to ſeveral things, 
they fell with ſuch violence, that they cut the Faces 
of ſome, and the heads and hands of others, who 
were abroad, ſome others ran into the ground jn the 


Fields above an Inch, and being taken out, were 


found to be as big. as Pullets Eggs, and ſome larger, 
ſeveral of them were round, others ſquare and flar, 
with very ſharp Edges. 

LXXXTII. Not long before this, in the ſame year 
1529, there fell a mighty tempeſt of Rain, Hail, 
Lightning and Thunder at a Town in Orford hire, Te 
began about eleven a Clock in rhe merning, rhe Sky 
being for a conſiderable time black and dark, when

IV. The Third Wender of the World, Hiſtorians have 
recorded to be The Pyramids of. Egypt, and if all be 
certain which rhey have written of them, they are 
truly admirable, they were vaſt and ſtupendions 
StruQures, many in number, three moſt celebrated, 
and one phe principal of all, fcituate on the South of 
the City of Memphis, and on the Weſtern Banks of 
Nilus, they ended in a ſharp point like a flame of fire, 
from whence they had their name; Ir is related thar 


for erecting them there were three hundredand three- - 


ſcore Thouſand men imployed for Twenty years to- 
gether 3 They were built by the vanity of the Agypti- 
| «n Kings, and uſed for their Sepulchres when dead, 
yet many times only to keep their SubjeRs in imploy- 
ment, and upon theſe ir 15 thought the Iſraelites were 
imployed by Pharaoh, when they cryed to the Lord, 
he delivered them by the hand of Meſesz The 
largeſt, and thief of the Worlds ſeven Wonders, is (ci- 
tuate 
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ruate moſt part of it on the top of a Rockylull, which 
riſech an hundrad Foot above the Plain, with a gentle 
and eafie aſcent, rhe height of the Sciruation, adding 
to the Beauty of the Work, and the Rock to the 
Strength thereof ; It was built for the Sepulcher of 
Cheopsan Egyptian Ring ; Each fide of this Pyramid is 
fix hundred ninety three Foot according to Engliſh 
meaſure, ſo that the whole Circumference of the Baſis 
and Foundation contains four hundred cighty thouſand 
two hundred and forty nine Square Feet. or eleven 
Engliſh Acres of ground, the height ar4 vreadth are 
both the ſame, that is, ſix hundred ninety three foot ; 
The Aſcent to the top is contrived in this manner, 
From all the ſides withour, the Aſcent is by 

the lowermoſt ſtep is about four foot hiyh. and three 
in breadth, which running abour the Pjrawid in a le» 
vel, makes on every fide of it a long, but narrow 
walk ; The ſecond now js like the firſt, retiring ſaward 
from the firſt three feet. and fo runs about the Pyre- 
mid; In the fame manner 1s the third Row gy" 
above the ſecond, and fo in order the reſt, like ſo 
many ftairs riting one alove another t9 the top, 
which is about nine foot ſGuare, conſiſting of three 


Stones only, yet large enough for three{core men to 


ſtand upon 3 No Stone in the whole Building being 
ſo little as to be drawn by wy of our Carriages, Yet 
were brought thither from the Aravian Mountains, 
but how brought, and by what Engine mounted 1s an 
equal wonder. 

The Degrees by which men aſcend, are not all of 
an equal depth, for ſome are about tour foot, others 
ſcarcely three, and the higher they aſcend, the more 
they diminiſh both in breuth and thickneſs; Thele 
are all made of maſly and poliſhed Srones, the bredth 
of every ſtep being one ſingle and intire >cone, con- 
raining thirty footof ſtone, the number of thele ſteps 
is two hundred and feven 3 Onthe North-fide aſcen- 
ding 33 feet upon an Artificial Bank' of Earth, there 
is a ſquare and narrow Paſſage leading into the in\11® 
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of this Pyramid, containing inlengrh nincty two feet 
and an half; The Strufture of ic hath been the labour 
of an exquiſite hand, as appears by the +movrhne$ 
and evcneſ: of the work, and by the clote knitting of 
the joints ; Itisnow an habitation for great ugly Barts 
of about a foot long; Ar the end of this entrance, 
ou muſt clmbup a mally ſtone eight or nine foor in 
Srxvnay where you enter into a Gallery, the pavement 
whereof is of ſmooth and poliſhed white Marble ; the 
breadth is above five foot, and rhe height rhe like, 
the -length 'of this Gallery 1s ane hundred and ten 
foot. ; Kr the end of this, begins a ſecond Gallery, a 
very ſtately picce of work, nor inferior in Curioſity 
of Art, or richneſs of Materials to the moſt ſumprtu- 
ous Buildings. It 1s divided from the former by a 
Wal!, at the end whereof 1s a Well about three foot 
over: the ſides of which are lined with whire Marble; 
Tn eighty fix Cubits in depth, hewn through the 
Rock” where the Pyramid ſtands 3; About 15 foot 
Thence, 15 a ſquare Paſſage of mighty Stones, exqui- 
ſrely joined, containing one hundred and 10 foor, 
at the end of which 1s an Arched Vault, or little 
Chamber, rhe length about rwcnry foor, and bredth 
ſeventeen ; The length of this ſecond Gallery 15 1 54 
feet of white and poliſhed marble, borh roof, Walls

with Bitumen, fetched from the Labe of Sodom, where- 
by they have been preſerved to this day having lain 
there for above Three Thouſand years.

On the Bank of the River Nils ſtood that famous 
Lavyrinth, ble by Pjammiticus King of Egypt, ſituate 
on the South ſide of the Pyramids, and North of Av- 
firer , It contained within the compaſs of one con- 
tnicd Wall a Thouſand Houſes, { H:rodotrs ſays, three 
Thouſand five hundred ) and twelve Royal Palaces 
all covered with Marble, and had one only entrance, 
bur innumerable turnings and returnings, ſometimes 
one over another, and all very, diffgglt to ſuch as were 
not acquainted with them, The Building was more 
wnder ground than above, the Marbleſtones being laid 
with ſuch-Art that ncither wood nor cement was 1m- 
- ployeld in any part of the Fabrick z The chambers 
were ſo ordered that the doors \upon there opening 
gave a Report no leſs terrible than a crack of Thun- 
der 5 The chief entrance was all of white Marble, a-

and refolved to ereft a Tomb or Sepulcher for him 
anſwerable to the extream Love ſhe had for im, and 
luch indeed it proved to be being accounted for rare 
workmanſhip, and coſtly magmficence one of the 

- Worlds Wonders ; The Stone of the whole Struqture 

. was of moſt curious Marble, four hundred and eleven 
foot in Gircuir, and 25 Cubits high, ſupported with 
Thirty gallant Pillars, excellently ingraven;3 This 
building was open on all f:des, with Arches 73 foot 
wide, framed by the moſt exquiſite workmen of that

the ordinary Gares were not capable of ſo high an 
honour, or able to aftord them entrance 3 The Judges 
of theſe Games were ſome Cirizens of Elzs appoint- 
ed for that purpoſe ; Of thc'e Games Horace thus 
Writes, |

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Whom the won Mark, and Palm ſo priz'd 
Like tothe Gods bath Eterniz'd.

VIII. The ſeventh Wonder of the Wor!d was The Tower of 
Pharos, which ſtood 1 an Iſle of thar name near the 
Ciry of A'exandria in Ezypt, a mule diftant from the 
Land, bur joyned to the Continent by Cleopatra Queen 
of Egypt upon this occaſion 3 The Rho4izrs then Lords 
of the Sea, uſed to exat ſome Tribute and acknow- 
ledgment out of every Iſland within thoſe Seas, and 
conſequently out of this; Their Ambaſſadors being 
ſent to Cleopatra ro demand this Tribute, ſhe detainet 
them with her 5 days, under pretence of celebrating 
ſome ſolemn Feſtivals and in the mean time by mak- 
ing hage dams, and banks in the Sea, with incredible 
charge and ſpeed, ſhe united Pharos to the ſhoar, ſo 
that it was no longer an Iſland z which finiſhed, ſhe 
ſent away the Rhodians empry handed, with this witty 
jeer, That they were to tabe Toll of the Iſlands, bt not of 
the Continent ; A work of great Rarity and magnift= 
cence, both for the bignz1s of it, taking up ſeven Fur- 
longs of ground, and for that incredible ſpeed where- 
with tt was finiſhed; As for the Watch-Timrry called 
Phys, by the name of the Iſland, it was butlt by Pt1- 
lomy Philadelpbys Ring of of for the benefir of Say- 
lors, wo Sea on that coaſt being very unſafe, and 
full of flats.) to guide them over the Bar of Alcxan- 
dria, Deſervedly cfteemed one of the World's ſrucn 
Wondeys; It was of a wonderful heightaſcended by de- 
grees, and having many Lanthorns on the top, where- 
1m Lights were burned every night flaming ike a Bea- 
con for direftion to Seamen ; It was eretted of Mar- 
ble, marvellous jn curious Workmanſhip, and ſciru- 
ate upon a Mountain incompaſſed with Water, the 
chief Workman was Soſiratus, who ingraved on the 
work this Inſcription 3 Softratus of Cnidos, the Son of 
Dexiphanes to the Gods Proteftor for the Safeguard of 
R 4 Say - 
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Saylors3 This Infcription he covercd with Plaiſters 
and rhcrcon Spore the name and Title of the Kin? 
who was the Founder 3 to the end that the Kings name 
being {oon waſted and waſhed away, hisown which 
as written 11 Marble might be erernized to Poſte- 
rity 2: the Founder thereof. Ntgh unto P3zros, Ce- 
ſr purſuing Pope; into Egyt, anu having difconten- 
td Pio the King thereof by demanding pay for his 
Souldicr:. C.xſars Navy lying here at Anchor, was af- 
ſauled by 4:hiles one of 10ung Ptolomys Comman- 
Gers, Coir himſelf being then at Alexandria z, but 
hearing . of the skirmilh, he baſtacd to Poares, reſol- 
vying to luccour his Navy in Perſon. ; but the Egypti- 
1s Coming upon him on all fides, he was compelled 
to leap mto the Sea, and ſwim for hys bfe, and thou 
ro avoid their darts he ſometime dived, yer he ſtll 
held his left hand above water, and 1n it divers books

I ſhall now proceed to ſome othcr famous Structures, 
and among them we read of none more magnificent 
than the Temple of Soom, but that being at large 
deicrived in the Holy Scriptures 1n the Books of the 
Kings and Chrovicles 5 I ſhall therefore rather give a 
deicripr.on of the City and Temple of 7eruſalem as the 
were, when deſtroyed by the Ros aforementioned, 
7<r 4/2/21 was compatied with a Treble VVall on every 
ide, fave only that part which was incloſed with 1- 
acceflivle Vallys, for on that fide it needed only one 
V\.a!lz It was built upon two Hills, one oppotite to 
uc other, ſeparated by a Valley, which *was wonder- 
fully repleniſhed with Houſes 3 One of -theſe Hills 
whurcon trood the upper part of the City, was far 
111gher and ſteeper than the other, which K. David 
COM+ 
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compaſling with a VVall, called The City of David 3 
Oa the other Hill, called 4:ya, ſtood rhe lower part 
of the City, oppolite whereunto was another Hill 
lower than that, which at firſt was divided from 1t 
by a large Valley, but when the Aſmoriars reigned, 
they filled up this Valley, and cur, down the top of 
Atra, that it might not hide the Temple 3 VVithin 
one of the Valleys was Siloam a Fountain ſending forth 
abundance of clear fiveet water ; The outmoſt VVYall 
by reaton of che Valley about it, and the Rock where- 
on it ſtood was impregnable, being ſtrongly built by 
David, Solomon, and other Kings; A fourth VVall was - 
begun by Azgrippa 3 In humane Reaſon had this VVall 
been finiſhed, the City could never have been'taken, 
for the Stones were 29 Cubi's long, and 10 Cubirs 
broad, ſo that ir could neither have been cafily under-' 
mined, nor battered with Engines, but he built this 
VVall only 10 Cubits high, and then gave it over, © . 
fearing leſt Claudires Ceſar ſhould think he defigned to * 
rebel. Yet afterward the 7ews raited this V Vail ewen= 
ty Cubirs high, made a bartlement rwo Cuyitz high, * 
and the Tower three Cubits, 1n all 24 Cubirs lng! 
Befides upon the Wall were three Towers, twenty Cu- 
bits broad, and 20 Cubits high, built fourſquare very 
ſtrongly. ; within rheſe Towers were rooms to «divell - 
in, and Ciſterns to receive rain water 3 The third - 
VVall had nincrty of cheſe Towers, and between cve- 
ry Tower werc two hundred Cubnts ſpace, the {ccond * 
VVailhad 14 Towers, and the old VVallhad 60, the © 
compats of the whole City being 33 Furlongs.*” 
Bewween the North and Weſt part of the City upon * 
the outmoſt Wall ſtood the Tower Pſephina, which 
was raiſed 50 Cuhits high, fo that in a clear day one 
migint from thence difcover Araui.c, and the utmoſt 
Confives of Zudea, even to the Sea. , Juſt oppoine to- * 
this, was the Tower Hippicon built by A«r0d upon the 
old Wall, which for bigneſs, beauty, and ſtrength, + 
turpalſed - all, others-in the World, It had four Cor- 
ners;jcach of, whuch was. 25 Cubits broad, as many 
a | Ks long, |:_4 
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long, and 30 Cubits high; and in no place hollow; 
Onthe top was a Well to receive Rain Water 20 Cu- 
bits deep; on the top of all were Houſes 25 Cubits 
high, divided into many Rooms 3 Above them were 
bartlemcnrs twe Cubits, anc Turrers three Cubits high, 
ſo that in all ir was 85 Cubits high. Herod likewiſe 
built a ſccond Tower, in bredth, length and height 
4 Cunrs, in form of a ſquare Pillar all folid, and 
nothollow within, and above this a Porch 10 Cubirs 
high, adorned with Turrers and Pinacles ; Over the 
midſt of this Porch he built another Tower, diſtin- 
euiſhed into very handſome rooms, and ſumptuous 
Baths heaurjficd on the top with Turrets and Pinacles, 
fo that the winle height was near go Cubits; Laſtly he 
built a third Tower which he called by his Queens 
name 1xiamne, 20 Cubits in height and breadth, all 
of 5:d ſtone, not ho!lloiv, having more ſtately and 
ma;zmacent Lodgings m it than any of the former, it 
was in all 55 Cubits high. Theſe Towers though they 
were very hiph, verby reafen of their ſkuation they 
{eemed much higher, for the o!d Wall whereon they 
-\cerc buile ſtood upon a Rock which was 30 Cubirs 
eh, whereby their height was much increaſed, ne1- 
ther were they built of ordinary ſtone, but all of 
'v.tirc Marble, each Stone being 25 Cubits long, 10 
broad, and $ Cubirs thick, which were fo curiouſly 
wrcd r5gether, thar they ſeemed ro be all bur one 
ſtone ; Within the City was the Kings Palace, ſurpal- 
nga! the World for largencis, and curious Work- 
ma3'lrp; It was invironced with a Wall 3o Cubie 
hirh, adorned with govodly Towers round about , 
Ecaurited withr Houſes for an hundred of the Nobilt- 
ty The Vartety of the Marble wherewith 1t, was 
built was 2dmirable. all ſorts being therein ufed though 
. never fo ſcarce to: be found 3 In every roonr were 
many Veſſels of Gold and Silver; and ſeveral Porches 
round abour adorned with moſt curious Pillars 3 There 
were in id very. many pleafant: Walks, adorned: with 
all manner; of Trees, ant Gardcnsibeſer with- Foun-

The Temple was built upon a Rocky Mountain, 
the Plain on the top whereof was at firſt ſcarce big 
enough for the Temple and Court, the Hill beingvery 
ſteep, but the people every. day bringing Earth thi- 
ther, they ar lait made it plain and large enough; and: 
with wonderful Curioſity and Labour imcloſed the 
Hill with a Treble Wall, which was not efteted” 1n- 
many Apes, with the coſt of all the Holy Treafure 
offcred ro God from all parts of the World ; The 
Foundations of the. Temple were layd three hundred 
Cubirs deep, and"in many places more; The ſtones- 
thereof were 40 Cubits, the Porches were double, 
ſupported by many ſtately Pillars 25"Cubits gh, all 
of one piece of white Marble, the tops of them” were” 
of Cedar ſo exattly wrought, as aſtomſhed the Bchol- 
ders; Theſe Porches were 3o Cubits broad, and the > 
compaſs of all was f1x Furlongs, The Courts were cu»: 
rioutly wrought, and paved with all ſorts of ſtones; 
The way to the inward Temple was all inclofed with 
ſtones wrought hke Lartice work which-were 3 Cubits- 
high of Curious Workmanſhip ; To this. there was an- 
aſcent by 14 ſteps, and above it, was fourſquare, and 
incloſed with a Wali by it ſelf, 45 Cubirs high ons 
the outtide, and ail covered with ſtairs to aſcend up” 
to it, and within it was 25 Cubits high, At the top of” 
the 14 ſtairs within the Wall, was a level compaſſed: 
with a Wall of 3-5 Cubits which had Gares in 1t;- 
and between the Gates were Porchcs oppoſite. to? 
each other, reaching from the Wall ro the Treatary, - 
ſupported with mighty Pillars, All the Gates were co- 
vercd with Plates of Gold and Stlver, wnly one was: 
covered with Corinthian Bgaſs, which ſor beauty far ex-' 
celled the other, dazling and ſurprizing the Eyes of 
the SpcQators, In every Gate were two Doors each of 
them 3o Cubirs high, and 15 broad, and on each fide 
they had ſcats-30 Cubits longand 4 in height, GR - 
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thom ſupported with 2 Pillars, 12 Cubits thick, only 


che Gate which was covercd with Corinthian Braſs was 
; - Cubits Ingh, and the Gates 42, more richly ador- 
red than the reſt ; Laſtly the Holy of Holies, or Sanftun 
Sauttorum was (cituate in the midſt of all, and had 12 
ſtairs to g0 up to it, the fore-part of it was an hun- 
died Cubits high, and as many broad 3 backward ir 
was 40 Cubits, on each fide it had as it were two 
ſhguiders, riſing up in hcigkt 20 Cubits 3 The firſt 
Gate was/29 Cubits high, and 25 wide, and had no 
doors, te ſhew, That Heaven was always open, &Cc. All 
the fore parts were gmlded, and all within was cove- 
red with fine gold; The inward part was divided in- 
to 2 rooms, whereof the firſt only might be ſeen,

was a!] fer with Rods of Gold, ſharp Hite Pikes at tne 
ends. 1cft Birds ſhould fit thereon and defile .1t, The 
flones wherewith jt was built were 45 Cubits in 
* length, ſix broad,” an: 25 many thick 3 7ojepbus 
Hy3. 11H. 6. 
Teryſalem was a principal City in 79/«2's time, when 
A boibagch was King, who vas tlain by him, yet did 
the Zwwfites hold it almoit four hundred years atcer, 
« tit Dauiawon tt, though the Inhabitants did fo much 
rely on the place, that they boaſted cheir lame and 
21nd menſhould defen'l it. 2 Sain. 5. 6. David ha- 
v1ng conquered ir, ſtrengrhned 1t with a Caſtle, and 
teautined it with many Palaces. And after his time, 
SNomen nlarged, and further bcautified, and fortified 


*whuch was in height co Cubirs, 1n length 4o, and in - 
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it extreamly, The Pallaces, Gates and Walls could 
not be matched in all the World ; i© had an hundred 
and fifry thouſand Inhabitants beſides Women and 
Children ; The Trench ab9ut ir was f1xty foot deep, 
cut out of the Rock, and 250 foot broad, the hke 
ſcarce ever heard of; Nor long after, Shihab Kin 
Aeypt rook 21d ſackr it, and became Maſter not only 
of Solomons : ©1115, hut of all K. Davids ſpoils which he 
had taken icom many Nations. 2 Kings 14. It was 
again plundred, and part of the Wall broken down 
by 70.75 King of Iſ7.cel in Amania's Reign. 2 Kings 15, 
Not long after Ahaz the fifteenth K. of Fuda impove- 
r#hed the Temple, ro pretent Tizlathpiinizey with the 
Treaſures thereof, and 3na(ſes loſt what remained, 
1 Chron 5. And Nebuchadii27ar laid this glorious City 
with the Temple, Pallaces, Walls and Towers thereof, 
even to the Ground, 2 Kings 19. It was built again by 
Nehemiah, Chap. 12. 34- and again the Temple and 
City were ſpoiled by Bugoſes Letutenant to Artaxerzes, 
Then by Ptolomes the Firſt 3 Then by Antiochus Epi-" oth 
»banesz And again by Apollonizes his Deputy; Af 
which it was taken by Pompty, and reobed by Craſſus 
in his Parthian Expedition 3 yet all the loſſes that the FR 
Temple and City | ſuſtained. were repaired by Herod Þ*; 
the Great, whoinlarged the City, new built the Tem- + * 
ple, and adorned it with many ſumptuous Works , 
and lcft it in a more ſtately and glorious condition than 
jt was in the days of Solomon. Laſtly about 40 years 
after the Death of Chriſt, the fins of the Jewsbeing 
come to the height, it was deſtroyed by Tits the Ro- 
m1 General, who made it fo deſolate , that they 
which ſaw it afterward, could ſcarce believe there had 
ever been ſuch a'City in that place, only: he left the 
2 Herodian Towers, as well for Lodgings for the Roman. 
Garriſons, as to make his Victory more glorious ; yer 
atterwards ſome of the deſpiſed Fews began to build 
and inhabit ſome part of the City 3 but after 65 years, 
25 aforementioned, when. they began to revolt again 
Elins Adrians the Emperor flew many Thoutands 
X of 
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of them, and overthrew the three Towers of Herod 


with all the reſt, not leaving ſtone upon another as 
our&aviour had foretold 3 But when his fury was ap- 

ſed, he took one part without the VVall, where- 
m ſtood Mount Calvery and Chriſts Sepulcher, and 
made it a capacions City, which he called after his 
own name liz Capitolia, And in the Gate roward 
Bethel, he cauſed a Sow to be cur 1n Marble, and ſet it 
in the Front to deſpite the Zews, making an Edi&, 
That thenceforth none of them ſhould ever enter in- 
to that City, not dare ſo much as to behold, or look 
toward it from any high place ; Yet the Chriſtian Re- 
figion flouriſhing in Pa/-/tine, 1t was inhabited by all 
Narions, eſpecially Chriſtians, and fo it continued five. 
hundred years; And in 639 it was taken by the Egyp- 
tian Saracens, who held it above four hundred years. 
In 1599 it was regained by Godfrey of Bullein, who be- 
ing eletted King, refuſed to be crowned with a Crown of 
Gold, fince Chrifl for whom be fought, was there crowned 
with Thorns; It continued ro him and his Succeſlors 
for 88 years, till in 1197 1t was retaken by Saladine 
King of Egypt, and laſtly.in 1517. the Turks beat 
outthe Aegyptizns, and hold 1t to this day, calling it 
in their Language Caumbarec, or The Holy City 3 Raw- 
leighs Hiſt, World. 

X. The City of Nine as1twas more ancient than” 
almoſt any other City, ſo in greatnels it excelled all 
thoſe that were famous in old time. The Plot or 
ground of 1t 1s faid to be four hundred and eighty 
Furlongs; The Walls werein height one hundred 
foor, andthe breadth of them ſuch, that three Cha- 
nots might meer on the trop of them ; On the 
Walls there were Fifteen Hundred Towers, each- 
of them Two Hundred Foot high, it was called Tetra- 
poiis, as being divided as it were into four Ciries, 
Nineuth, Reſena, Forum, and Cale, and was reckoned 
_ days Journey in the time of 7or.zs the Pro- 
pher. 
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11. The Capitol of Rome ſeated on-the Taypeiay Rock * 
feemed to contend with Heaven in height,and nodoubr 
but the length and depth were every way anſwerable ; 
The exceſſive charye that the Emperor Domitian was 
at in building it, Martizl afrer his flattering manner 
me Ps, deſcribed, and which may be thus tran- 

ated, 


So much h.xs! Cxlar given the God's above 
That 1d he call it in, and Creditor prove 
Thgh Jove (ſhould barter Heaven it ſelf away 
This mighty debt he newer conld repay. 


We may partly give a gueſs at the Riches and Or-- 
naments of 1t by this, that there was ſpent only upon 
ts gilding above Twelve Thouſand Talents ; It was all 
guilded over, not the jnner roct only, but the our- 
ward covering which was of braſs or Copper, and the 
doors of it were overlav'd with thick Plates of Golc 
which remained ro the Reign of Honorivs, After 
great overthrow of the Romans by the Ganls near the® 
River Aſiz, thoſe that eſcaped tled to Rome for fecu- 
rity, filling all the City. with trouble and fear, bur 
the People not judging themſelves ſafe there, got all 
away out of the Town, only a ſmall number of the ' 
moſt reſolute put themſelves into the Capitol, reſolving 
ro indure all extremities; The reſt eſcaped to the 
C ity of Veios. where afſembling together, they choſe 
Furius Caillys (whom ſome time before they had 
diſobliged) ro be their Ditator, bur he would not ac- 
cepr of the Dignity unlcfs the- Senators In the Capitol 
gave their Legal conſent thereunto 3 This was very 
difficult, becauſe the Ga:'s had environed it round 
about with their Troops, vet one Pontizs undertook 
this dangerous enterprize, and coming to the River 
Tyber, he (wom over upon a piece of broad Cork, and 
anding on the other fide, he went ſoftly, that way 
where he ſaw no light, and therefore ſupp#ſed there

walking about that place, chanced to c{py the prints 
and footſteps of a man upon the Rocks and Graſs which 
grew thereon 3 this he ditcovered to his Fellows, 
who thinking the Romars had now ſhew'd them the 
way, they took the opportunity of a dark night and 


aſcended the Hill rhe ſame way without being diſco- 


vered cither by the Men, or the Dogs who both 
kept guard therc ; but were now all faſt aſleep 3 But 
jt was the good fortune of the Remans that there were 
certain Geele,- dedicated to Zn, and kept at the 
Publick Charge near her Temple, they being fearful 
by nature, and caiily ed by the leaſt noiſe in 
the night, and being alſo kept very hungry by reaſon 
of the ſcarcity in the C.pito/, may be ſuppoſed to 
have ſlept rhe more lightly, fo that perceiving the 
Enemies with their glittering Armour, they tlew a- 
gainſt them, and filled the whole place with a fearful 
and unuſual cry, which awakencd the Romans who 
ſuſpefting the matter. ran preſently go the wall, a 
beat back ther Enemies, throwing them down hea«l- 
long. by which unuſual mcans the Capitol was ſaved, 
all. the Gauls being forced to haſten off, or to kave 
their dead bodies at the foot of the Hill they had 
newly climbed ; In remembrance whereof, fora great 
while after, upon.one day in the year they carried a- 
bout in Proceſſion a Dog hanged on a Gallows, and a 
Gooſe firtingin alittle chair of ſtate upon a rich and 
ſumptuous Cuſhioh. Cmerarers Hedit. 

12. Sitonias thus deſcribes that houſe of Nevs. 
which Nero himſelf called Domum Azream , The Golde: 
Houſe ; In the Porch was ſer a Coloſſus, or Image ſhap- 
ed like hymſclf,ot one hundred and Twenty foot high 3 
The ſpacioutaels. of the Houſe was ſuch, thatit had 1n 
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ir three Galleries each of them a mile long, a ſtand- 
ing Pool hke a Sea, beſet with buildings in manner 
of a City 3, Feilds'in which were arable grounds, Pa- 
ſtures, Vineyards and Woods, with a various multi- 
rude of tame and wild Bcaſts of all kinds ; In the o- 
ther part thereof all things were covered with gold. 


and diſtinguiſhed with precious ſtones, as Mother of 


Pearl, c./The Supping Rooms were roofed with Ivory 
planks that were moveable,for the caſting down of blow- 
ers and had Pipes in them for the ſprinkling of Oint- 
ments 3 The Roof of the Principal Supping Room was 
round,w}1ich xe the Heavens wheeled about pcrpetu- 
ally day and night; This Houſe when he had thus fini- 
thed and dedicated, he ſo mightily approved of char he 
ſaid, He ther beganto live libe a MansSuttonius Hiſt.Lib.6. 

XIII, The Amphitheatre begun by Veſþaſias, but ft- 
niſhed and dedicated by Tit;zs was moſt famous, the 
height whereof was ſuch, that (faith ag the 
Eye of man could-hardly reach it; It was built and 
reared up ( faith Caſſodors) with Rivers of Treaſure 
poured out; It contained only upon the Steps and 
Degrees ſufficient and eafje Seats for fourſcore and 
ſeven Thouſand Perſons, fo as the vacant Places beſides, 
might well contain Ten or Twenty Thouland more 3 


And it 1s admirable toconfider (faith the L. Montaign » 


in his Efſays.) what mighty magmficence the Roman 
Emperors uſed jn their Theaters, It was wandertul 
(99 he) to cauſe a great quantity of large Trees all 
ul of green branches to þe brought from far, and 
planted in Plots yeilding nothing bur dry gravel.repre- 
ſenting a wild ſhady Forreſtdivided in due and ſeemly 
proportion 3 And the firſt day to pur into the Thea- 
tre a Thouſand Eſtriges, a Thouſand Stags, a Thou- 
ſand Wild Boars, and a Thouſand Bucks, which 
were hunted and baited by the common people z The 
next day in the preſence of all the People, an hun- 
dred great Lyons, an- hundred Leopards, and three 
hundred huge Bears were baited and torn to peices 3 
The third day thyee hundred couple of Ga or 
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Fencevs combated,” and murdered one another, as in 


the Reign of the Emperor Prob:es; It was alfo an cx- * 


lent ſight to ſee thoſe huge wondrous Amphitheatres 
all inchaſed with rich Marble, and curiouſly inriched 
on the outſide with carved ſtatues, and all the in- 
ſide gliſtering with precious and rare Imbelliſhments ; 
Allthe fides round about were invironed and replenj- 
ſhed from the ground to the very top, with three or 
fourſcore ranks of ſteps and ſeats all of Marble, co- 
vered with gallant Cuſhions, where might be conve- 
niently placed an hundred thouſand men, and all fit 
ateaſe ; The plain groundwork of it where Sports 
wereated, were fo ordered by Art. as to open atun- 
der with holes, and gaps like hollow Caves, out of 
which ifſued wild Beaſtsappointed for the Plays; Af- 
rer which, the whole floor of the Theatre was imme- 
diately overflown with a very deep Sea , wherein 


were all manner of ſtrange Fi and Sea Monſters, 


with agreat Navy of Ships ready rigged, and provi- 
ded for a Sea-fight ; In an Inſtant all was dry and 
ſmooth again, and the Fencers entred and fought with 
each other; Laſtly ro compleat the laſt Act of one 
day only, the whole floor was forthwith cleanſed, 
and ſtrowed over with Vermilion and Scorax inſtead 
of Gravel, and a ſolemn banquet brought forth 
enough to entertain - thar almoſt infinite number of 
People ; they have ſometimes cauſed an huge _ 
Mountain to ariſe in the midſt of the Amphitheatre, all 
overſpread with fruitful, and flouriſhing Trees of 
all ſorts, on the top whereof guſhed ont ſtreams of 
water as from a Fountain 3 Other times they have 
Ws forth a great tall Ship, floating up and down, 
which opened and ſplit aſunder of it ſelf, from whenee 
iflued out four orfive hundred wild Beaſts to he bat- 
ted; and then cloſing again, it vaniſhed away without 
any viſible help ; tometimes they cauſed water to 
ſpout gently from the bottom of the Theatre, which 
bubbling up to the very top, ſprinkled and refreſhed 
that vaſt multitude ; And to preſerveghemſelves gore 
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the violence of the weather, they cauſed that huge 
compals to be overſpread ſometimes with purple Sails, 
ali curiouſly wrought with the Needle, ſomerimes of 
_ Sitk and orher colours, all which was done in the 
twinkling of an Eye. cither to ſpread or drawit back 
again 3 The Ners hikewiſe which they uſed to pur be- 
tore the people ro ſave them from the danger of the 
wild baited Beaſts, were all woven of Gold Thred. 
Montaigns Eſſays. lib. 3 

XIV. The Bridge of Calizu/a was a new and un- 
hcard of Spe&tacle, 1t reached from Puteoli to Bauli ; 
three miles and a quarter, he built 1r upon Ships in a 
few days; Over this he marched with the Senate and 
Souldiery in a Triumphant manner, and in the view 
of the People 3 Upon this he feaſted, and paſſed the 
nighr jn dalliance and Gaming ; A Marvellous and 
great work indeed, but ſuch as the vanity thereof de- 
prived it of Commendarion, for ro what end was t - 
raiſed hutro be demoliſhed ? Thus ſported he, (faith 
Seneca) with the Power of the Empire, and all in imi- 
tation of Xerxes a Foreign Francick, unfortunate and 
proud King, Hakewels Apology. 

XV. Wales ancjently extended it ſelf Eaſtward to 
the River Severn, till by the valour of Offa the great 
King of the Mercians, the Welch or Brittapas were dri- 
ven out of the plain Countrey beyond that River, and 
forced to berake themſelves ro the Mountains, where 
he cauſed them to be ſhut up, and divided from *Eng- 
land with an huge Ditch called Offa's Dibe,which began 
where the River Wie comes into the Severn not far 
from Chzptow, and extended fourſcore and four miles 
in lengeh, even as far as Cheſter, where the River Dye 15 
mingled with theSeaz which was a: very ſtupendious 
work ; Concerning this Ditch, there was a Law made 
by K. Haro!d, That if any Wilbhmz was found with a ; 
Weapon on this fide of it, heſhould have his right 1 
hand cur off by the Kings Oficers z Heylins Coſmagraphy. * | 

XVI. Chinz is bounden on the North with Atay 
and the Eaſtern Tartars, from which it is ſeparated by 
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a continued Chain cf Kills, and where that Chain is 
broken off, with a great Wall of four hundred 
Leagues, or Twelve hundred Englih miles in lengrh ; 
Tt was built (as they fay) by Zaintzos the 117 King 
thereot, 1t was fix fachom Inigh, and 12 yards thick, 
and was twenty ſeven years in building by the conti- 
nued labour of feven Millions, and Fifry Thouſand 
men : Haverts Travis.
